The retirement of! Mr. Croker from the 
leadership and control of Tammany Hall 
was apparently absolute. Not only did he 
give up the chairmanship of the Finance 
committee, through which his control of the 
finances of the political organization was 
gained, but he ceded every vestige of his 
power as a political factor to Mr. Nixon 
without a political string being attached 
to the tender. 


New Chief Satisfies Leaders. 


The new leader made a short speech, in 
which he said that his plans had not as yet 
been laid. Every other leader professed 
that the choice of Mr. Nixon was most sat- 
isfactory. Even John F. Carroll, whose 
name was left off many of the-important 
committees of the Tammany organization, 
said he was satisfied, and “that he did not 
expect to continue as the deputy leader of 
Tammany Hall, because Mr. Nixon could 
name whomscever he chose when he desired 
to leave the city for a period of rest. 

Many of the prominent Tammany men 
recalled the fact that Mr. Croker once be- 
fore abdicated and anndunced that he would 
never again take an active part in the con- 
trol of affairs in New York. He placed 
John C. Sheehan in command, but in the 
campaign previous to the nomination of 
Robert A. Van Wyck Croker returned to 
this country, unhorsed Sheehan, and finally 
put him out of Tammany Hall. 


Croker Ever Ready to Advise. 


Mr. Croker would make no unnouncement 
today that he would never again take an 
active interest in Tammany politics, in fact, 
he stated that as long as he lived he would 
give his advice and ald to the organization. 
to a friend soon after the meeting he said: 

“It is too much work. I am tired of the 
game and I want a rest. The young men 
have got to get in the harness and work 
now.”’ 

The scene when Mr. Croker announced 
that he would give up all power as the head 
of Tammany Hall was a notable one. In the 
iarge meeting-room of the wigwam the 
Executive committee was in session. Every 
member was present. There was an air of 
expectancy, which was increased, when the 
reporters were allowed into the inner 
eanctum of the wigwam to record the pro- 
ceedings. At nearly every previous meet- 
ing of the Executive committee the details 
have been given out after the session was 
held. | 


Choice of Nixon a Surprise. | 

The retifement of Mr. Croker surprised no 
member of the Executive committee, but 
the naming of Mr. Nixon as his successor 
surprised many. Prior to the meeting at 
which the reporters were admitted there was 
a secret session. According to the state- 
ments made by several Tammany men this 
evening, the proceedings of this session were 
even more interesting than the public meet- 
ing. 

The Carroll-Sullivan combination is alleged 
to have arrayed itself for a contest even 
against Croker. The test of strength is said 
to have come on the question as to whether 
or not Daniel F. McMahon was to continue 
as chairman of the Executive committee of 
Tammany Hall Senator Grady proposed 
that the nominations for this place be made 
without debate, and this plan ts said to have 
been opposed by the Carroll-Sulliyan com- 
bination.

A fresh interchange of cordial telegrams 
has recently taken place between Ijmperor 
William and President Roosevelt. 

Emperor Wiliam telegraphed as fo lows in 
English to President Roosevelt: 

‘‘T am most gratified by your kind permis- 
sion for Miss Roosevelt's performing the 
christening ceremony of my yacht. It gives 
me great pleasure to announce to you that 
I have ordered my yacht Hohenzollern to 
cross over and be present at the ceremony. 
My brother, Admiral Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia will appear as my representative and will 
be able to express to you once more my sin-

MRS, WM. ASTOR IS LEADER. 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—The late 
Ward McAllister took upon himselfsthe task 
of determining how many persons might 
properly be considered to be in fashionable 
society in the city of Néw York.

Dr. Charles Wilbur 
Le Lyon Nichols of Nichols, Conn, has as- 
sumed a much bigger one—and he believes 
that he has completed it. Dr. Nicholas 
attempted nothing less than to determine 
the number of persons who might properly 
be considered to be in fashionable society in 
the United States. | 


Descendant of Scotch Kitg. 

The man who thus rules on American so- 
ciety is a lineal descendant of Sir Richard 
Nicholls, the first Engiish Governor of New 
York, and, through his mother, from Robert 
Il. of Scotiand. He is a clergyman of Church 
of Rome, is the author of the two novels, 
“The Greek Madonna” and “The Deo- 
derts,’’ and is at present engaged in charita- 
ble work among the New York ‘or. 


Says He’s Not an Ass. 

To a reporter tonight Dr. Nichols, who is 
living at 114 Madison avenue, announced the 
result of his labors and made some ihterest- 
ing comments on social affairs in the United 
Siates. Dr. Nichols said: | 

“Let me say at the outset that 1 am not 
such an ass as to consider myself the suc- 
cessor of my friend, the late Ward Mc- 
Allister, nor do 1 consider myself to occupy 
in any sense the position which Mr. McAllis- 
ter occupied in New York society. When he 
died he left no successor, and no one has 
assumed in all the years since his death to 
fill his place. | 

“I am in no sense a social arbiter and, 
while I have many friends in fashionable 
society, 1 would not of my own knowledge 
alone assume to say who were and who were 
not in fashionable society. | 


How Selections Are Made. 

“The conclusions at which I have arrived 
are based upon many talks with Mr. McAl- 
lister, many talks with the social leaders of 
today in the principal cities of the United 
States, and upon my own judgment of the 
fitness of things. 

‘‘Mr. McAllister by a process of inclusion 


and exclusion determined that there were 
400 persons who might properly be consid- 
ered to be in society in New York. I have 
looked farther afield than he and ve de- 
termined, if I may use so strong a word, 
the number of persons who may be consid- 
ered to be in fashionable society in the United 
States. In order to arrive at any satisfac- 
tory result, the United States must be taken 
by principal cities, for it is there that we 
find American society. And this American 
society is a most formidable something or 
other. | 
Court Founded Upon Wealth. 

‘“‘A social court has been established in 
this country as difficult to be presented to 
as any court in Europe. It is founded upon 
wealth, and only those of great wealth can 
be a part of that court, or even aspire toa 
mere presentation. ‘8

COOK COUNTY BOYS HASTILY

Managers of Pontiac. Reformatory, 
Alarmed by the Recent Ruling of 
Judge Tuthill, Again Secure Posses- 
sion of Prisoners Who Had Been 
Transferred to the Penitentiary— 
Offenders Removed Secretly and 


Thirty-five youthful. prisoners, all from 
Cook County, were chained to seats in an 
and rushed from the 
penitentiary at JoMet back to the State 
reformatory at Pontiac yesterdey. 
The transfer was made with all possib! 
secrecy, and had for its purpose an effort 
to prevent the release of the young men on 
wnts of habeas corpus. Judge Tuthill re- 
cently in the case of Charlies Miller, held 
against the practice of transferring prison- 
ers from the reformatory to the penitentiary, 
and yesterday Judge Brentano was asked to 
rule on an application for writs to free three 
other prisoners who contended they were 


The Board of Managers of the Pontiac re- 
formatory fearing that further writs,would 
issue determined on a hasty transfer of the 
prisoners back to Pontiac, ahd their plan 
was carried out without a hitch. f 

Attorneys who have interested themselves 
in the controversy say the transfer will be 
without effect. They declare that sending 
the prisoners to Joliet technically amounted 
‘to releasing them, and say that returning 
them to Pontiac amounts to detaining them 


Transfer Made Secretly. 


. The transfer was made by special officers, 
who reached Joliet from the reformatory in 
the afternoon. Most of the prisoners had 
reached the age of 21 years, and had been 
transferred to Joliet to serve out the re- 


Superintendent Mallory ahd

LAKE COUNTY IS AROUSED. 


Big Meeting at Lake Forest, Where

MONEY FOR VIGOROUS CRUSADE, 


The gamblers’ stockade, which stands In 
a dense forest in Deerfield Township, near 
Highland Park, was attacked fore and aft 
yesterday. 

At 2 o'clock in the morning a large party of 
men assailed the pickets on guard, fired «4 
volley of shots at them, drove them to cover 
within the rude inclosure, and then set fire to 
the structure. -The pickets escaped the bul- 
lets and the fire only charred the outer 
breastworks of the poolroom. 


Prepare for Legal Fight. 

A dozen hours later, in Lake Forest, an= 
other form of attack was centered on thé 
gambling resort which is known as the 
“Everett club.” This attack was in the 
hature of a mass-meeting of substantial 
citizens of Lake County, who demand the 
| legal annihilation of the poolrooms, This 
movement, in Which leading menin Lake 
Forest, Highiand Park, Waukegan, Lake 
Bluff, Libertyville, and Antioch - have 4 
hand, is likely to prove more effective than 
the bullet and torch method. 


Night Attack Spectacular. Hs! 
The after-midnight attack, however, wag 
spectacular. A large area of charred 
| weatherboarding, between fifty and sixty 
bullets imbedded in the side of the “ club” 
bui:ding, and a dozen more ifn the’ palisads 
surrounding the structure testified to the 
character of the encounter. 3 
There is no real clew to the identity of 
the men who made the attack or the motive 
which inspired it. ‘The opinion of the patrons 
of the “ club”’ is that the men were either 
Lake County farmers who resented the in« 
trusion of the gamblers into their county and 
took that means to destroy the place, or were 
thugs employed by a rival poolroom to get rid 
of a competitor. 


Five.Guards on Duty. ’ 

** White, proprietor, and more thane 
hundred patrons of the club, took a midnight 
train to the city Friday night and left the 
premises In charge of five guards,’ One of 
these guards was stationed at each corner 
of the buliding and there was-one inside 
At the southwest corner was J. F. Unbas 
haun and Albert Shelton was at the north- 
west corner: They stood inside of a court 
fifteen feet wide and bounded by a tight 
fence ten feet high. Shortly after 2 o'clock, 
the guards say, a volley of pistol shots was 
fired through the cracks of the wall from the 
west, the bullets striking the side of the 
building. This was the first intimation of 
the attack. The shots were followed by a 
command to Unbahaun to “ get inside or 
you are a dead man.” Another volley of 
shots came and Unbahaun hastened for 
cover. : 

At the northwest corner Shelton stood ig 
the open and returned the fire of the assall- 
ants, who were hidden behind the fence, 
He was joined by George Williams, anothes 
guard, and the two emptied their revolvers 
against the fence while bullets whistled by 
them in the dark. 

Set Fire to Building. 

The attacking force was spread all along 
the west side of the stockade. a distance of 
over eighty feet, and the guards say that 
as nearly as they can judge the men stood 
about five feet apart. They think there were 
between fifteen and twenty men in the dt« 
tacking party. 

Shelton and Williams stood their ground 
until their revolvers were empty. and then 
joined Unbahaun on the inside. The shoot 
ing from the outside was kept up, however, 
and under cover of this a portion of the 
attacking party with axes broke down & 
part of the fence, rushed {nto the Inclosure, 
deposited an armful of tow under the south- 
west corner of the building, poured some oli 
on it, and after setting fire to the combustible 
material retreated. This terminated the 
attack. 
As soon as the firing ceased the guards 
saw that the flames had gained a good stari 
on the exterior. Unbahaun seized a box 
containing a half dozep hand grenades and 
threw the whole mass on the fire. The other 
guards brought buckets of water, and the 
fire was put out before it had done moré 
than char the stockade and scorch the tn» 
terior. Meantime the unknown men were — 
out of sight. 


Woods Conceal Approach, 
The club is situated in a dense wood, and 
there are but two houses within a mile of it, 
To the west the woods continue vuninter- 
rupted for moré than two nilles, and It Was 
a comparatively easy matter to approach or 
escape unnoticed. 
A few feet from where the fire was started 
a leather valise contairiing five quart cansof 
kerosene, & quantity of tow, and a hatchet 
were found, indicating the work was not 
as well done as had been planned. 
At the “ Everett club’’ yesterday it was 
announced that proceedings went on as 
usual, but greater précautions are to be 
taken. Last night the guard was doubled.

BUROPE LOSES ITS CANALS 


AMERICAN CAPITAL SECURES 
CONTROL OF 5,000 MILES. 


Erie Canal Traction Company to Ship 

Cargoes on the Same Bill of Lading 
from Duluth to Brussels, Bruges, 
Ghent, and Cologne, and Later to 
Many Points in Great Britain, 
Francé, Germany, and Italy—Boats 
to Operate by Electric Power, 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—One of the most tm- 
portant of American enterprises in Europe 
has just culminated here. It consists in the 
securing of all water routes for American 
cargoes of grain and other ¢éommodities from 
inland ports in the United States to inland 
ports in Europe, and embraces the purchase 
by American capital of severa)] British and 
other canals. 

Frank W. Hawley, Vice President of the 
Erie Canal Traction company, today 
secured control of about 5,000 miles of 
canals {In England and on the continent. As 
a result, cargoes will shortly be shipped on 
the same bill of lading from Duluth, Minn., 


to Brussels, Bruges, Ghent, and Cologne, 


and, later, to many points in the United 
Kingdom, France, Germany, and Italy. 


American Capital Employed. 

At the forthcoming session of Parliament 
the British legislators will be asked to grant 
permission for the erection of electrical power 
stations for the propulsion of traffic on at 
least two British canals. These will be 
operated with American capital, though 
their control will nominally remain in Brit- 
ish hands.

HORACE £. SCIIDDER IS DEAD. 


Noted Author, Editor, and Historian 
Passes Away at His Home in 
Cambridge, Mass, 


Mass., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Horace E. Scudder, the well-known author, 
died at his home, 20 Buckingham street, 
Cambridge, this evening. 

Horace Scudder was born in Boston, on Oct. 
16. 1838. His early education he acquired at 
Roxbury and Boston Latin Schools, after 
which he entered Williams College, and was 
graduated in 1858. He devoted some time to 
teaching, and during the intermission of his 
labors he traveled abroad. 

His first volume, *‘ Seven Little People and 
Their Friends,”’ in 1862, and ‘“‘ Dream Chil- 
dren,”’ ip 1863, had shown him to be so felici- 
tous as a juvenile writer that he was invited 
to conduct the Riverside Magazine for 
Young People, which was begun in 1867, and 
had a brilliant reputation. His most popular 
books for young people were the ‘ Bodley 
Books,”’ a series which was printed in eight 
hon og They appeared between 1875 and 

Mr. Scudder’s more distinct historical writ- 
ings have been ‘“ Noah Webster” and a 
** History of the United States for Schools.”’ 
He edited two volumes of American poems 
and American prose. He was editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly for several years prior to 
Mr. Perry. at present in charge. Last fall 
he wrote a two-volume “Life of James 
Russell Lowell.’’

Stirred to action by what they call the 
apathy of citizens and the resistance of 
corporations to orders of court, the Teachers’ 
federation yesterday instituted a new move- 
ment for political and civic reform. The 
feachers propose to establish ‘ Vigilance 
committees " in every precinct of Chicago, 
who will try cases of political and civic crime 


The scene in one of the largest halls of the 
Masonic Temple when this movement was 
jaunched by Margaret A. Haley was dram- 


in response to an urgent notice. The hall 
was so crowded that many could not get 
peats and stood for more than two hours. 
Yet there was almost a breathiess silence as 
they listened to the unfolding of a plan by 
which they hope to become sponsors in a way 
for the public weal. 

The idea is to organize Vigilance commit- 
tees in every precinct of the city. The teach- 
ers believe that “‘ machine "’ rule cannot be 
overcome and they therefore mean to estab- 
lish a machine for the people. 


Fight on Franchise Extension. | 

The first object of the movement will be 
to prevent the extension of street railway 
franchises until the street railway companies 
have paid their taxes. The 2,000 teachers 
went away from the meeting with 5,000 
petitions, to which they will endeavor to 
secure the signatures of five timés as many 
voters. These will be addressed to the City 
Council, The petition is as follows: 

To the Honorable the City Council of ,

About thirty 
yards from this spot was the end of the other 
wire, which had been attached to another 
apparatus. 


Ground Carefully Inspected. 

“Although, of course, no suspicion of any 
trickéry could exist, Decretet's visitors at his 
urgent request inspected the extremities of 
the two wires an@ thoroughly convinced 
themselves that they were separated by the 
entire length of the laboratories, with, more- 
over, thick walls and closed doors interven- 
ing. 

Yet decidely adverse condi- 
tions they were able to converse even in a 
low voice without the slightest difficulty. 
The conversation was not impeded by any 
of those disagreeable noices which usually 
distract people who are speaking through an 
ordinary telephone. This is all the more re- 
markable owing to the fact that the extrem- 
ity of one of these wires was about forty- 
five feet higher than the end of the other.”

During 
the earlier portion of his 
sojourn there he occupied 
the chair of professor of 
foreign literature, . from 
which he retired on marry- 
i ing the wealthy widow who, 
»| after he became Times cor- 

‘respondent, so long pre- 
sided over his establishment 
in the Avenue Marceau at 
Paris. When, following 
the crushing reverses sus- 
tained by the French at 
Sedan and elsewhere, a call 
to arms was issued by the government of 
national defense, De Blowitz was among the 
first to respond. He enlisted in the national 
guard at Marseilles, and at the same time 
took steps to secure his naturalization as a 
French citizen. The fact that he should 
have chosen that particular moment to give 
up his Austrian nationality for that of a 
country so stricken as France was suffi- 
ciently unique to excite admiration on the 
part of a people so emotional as the French, 
and his demand for naturalization elicited 
from the authorities to whom it was ad- 
dressed the remark that “ a nation which in 
the midst of such catastrophes can recruit 
citizens like yourself need not despair.’” As 
a national guardsman De Blowitz took a 
prominent part in the military resistance to 
the Commune insurrection at Marseilles. and 
when General Espivent-de la Villeboisnet 
ultimately crushed the rebellion De Blowitz 
was dispatched by him to Versailles to make 
a report of the whole affair to Thiers. 

So conspicuous were his services during 
the Commune insurrection at Marseilles—it 
was thanks to his ingenuity that the be- 
leaguered city was able to remain in tele- 
graphic communication with Versailles by 
means of a secret wire of which the Com- 
munists were ignorant—that De Blowitz was 
created a Knight of the Legion of Honor. 
Thiers likewise promised De Blowitz the ap- 
pointment of French Consul General at 
Riga. and it was while waiting for this ap- 
pointment at Versailles that Fred Marshall, 
long the English Secretary of the Japanese 
Legation in Paris, brought about a meeting 
between De Blowitz and Oliphant. Thelat- 
ter. on learning of the little man’s intimacy 
with Thiers, requested him to obtain from 
the latter an interview for the Times, which 
De Blowitz proceeded to do with such suc- 
cess that Oliphant immediately invited him 
to become his principal assistant and to 
abandon all thoughts of going abroad in a 
consular capacity for the French govern- 
ment. When, about a year later, Oliphant 
resigned from the Times De Blowitz suc- 


ceeded him, 


HE secret of the marvelous 
success of De Blowitz was 
the confidence with which 
he inspired the statesmen, 
the politicians, and the dip- 
lomats with whom he was 
brought into contact, and 
which he never betrayed. 
They all felt that they could 
rely absolutely on his dis- 
cretion, no matter how

of duty and to the cause of peace.”’ 

On more than one occasion the late Prince 
Hohenlohe, when German Ambassador at 
Paris, quietly requested the French Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs through Blowitz to 
attach no undue importance to official com- 


munications which he had been directed by 
Prince Bismarck to convey to the French 
government, and which, had it not been for 
this intimation on the part of Blowits, might 
have resulted in a diplomatic rupture be- 
tween the two countries; while in another 
instance Bismarck himself made use of 
Blowitz and of the latter’s dispatches to the 
Times to counteract the designs of the war 
party at Berlin, which was endeavoring to 
force his—that is, the Chancellor’s—hand 
and to revive the war with France at a mo- 
ment which he deemed inopportune. 

In one word, Blowitz served France and 
the foreign governments, as well as the 
cause of universal peace, quite as much by 
the news which he refrained from writing 
as that which he published, and his serv- 
ices were fitly rewarded when, at the con- 
gress of Berlin in 1878, at which the Pre- 
miers and Chancellors of the various great 
powers of Europe took part, he was given 


by them an advance copy of the treaty con- 


cluded at the congress and was thus enabled 
to secure a wonderful “ beat "’ for the Lon- 
don Times. The statesmen assembled at the 
congress Hkewise presented to Blowitz for 
his wife an altogether unique token of re- 
gard for him in the shape of a fan, on each 
stick of which one of the delegates had 
signed his name, the late Prince Bismarck, 
Prince Gortchakoff, Lord Beaconsfield, and 
Count Andrassy heading the List.

THE DEEDS OF DEWEY AND THE 
DEEDS OF LONG. 

George Dewey, Admiral of the Navy, 
was born in Vermont in 1887. He entered 
the Naval Academy in 1854 and graduated 
in 1858. He served his country with con- 
spicuous gallantry during the war of the 
rebellion. He was with Farragut at Forts 
St. Philip and Jackson and at Port Hud- 
son. After the close of the war he served 
on various duties and at different stations. 


Dewey sought for a post where he knew 
there would be danger and where he be- 
lieved a decisive battle might be fought. He 
(asked for the command of the Asiatic 
squadron and he got it, assuming command 
in January, 1898. When war was declared 
he left Hongkong to avoid an infraction of 
neutrality laws, and after a few days of 
preparation at Mirs Bay he set off for 
Manila. 

What this pupil of Farragut did there 
the world knows. Gontemning hidden or 
visible dangers—torpedoes, forts, or ships— 
he “ rushed ” the harbor. He sank the Span- 
ish vessels and lost not one man. Then he 
cut the cable, that the old women of the 
Board of Strategy might not confuse and 
confound the plans of the intrepid and in- 
telligent commander. That board did not 
have an opportunity to order him away 
from Manila. There he remained and there 
he displayed a degree of diplomacy and 
tact in dealing with numerous delicate sit- 
uations which excited the admiration of Lis 
countrymen. They had not thought so hard 
a hitter would show so much finesse and 
coolness in dealing with an international 
dispute. 

Congress rewarded him for his services 
by a vote of thanks. The government made 
His countrymen re- 
warded him by giving him their confidence 
and they have not recalled the gift. 

John D. Long, the Secretary of the Navy, 
is nearly a year younger than Admiral 
Dewey. He was born in Maine and gradu- 
ated at Harvard in 1857. Hetaught school 
and then studied law and was admitted to 
the ber. He was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature for three years and 
Speaker for two of them. He was Lieuten- 
ant Governor for one year and Governor 
for two. He was a Representative in Con- 
gress for six years. He Wasa member for 
some years of the Massachusetts Statehouse 
Oonstruction commission. He printed a 
translation of the AJneid. It may be taken 
for granted that he knows how a Trojan 
fleet was handled. He has never served in 
the army or navy. | 

This was the training Mr. Long had had 
for the Secretaryship of the Navy. Presi- 
dent McKinley would not have considered 
it sufficient had war been impending in 
March, 1897. It was not, so he made Mr. 
Long Secretary of the Navy and General 
Alger Secretary of War. The President 
felt he had to give New England a Cabinet 
position and@ he‘thought Mr: Long hed bus!- 
‘ness ability eriaugh to administer the rottine 
affairs of the Navy department in a time of 
profound peace. 

But war came and found a Peace society 
man where he did not belong. Secretary 
Long hated war. He did not think there 
ought to be war. He did what he could 
to obstruct the preparations for war. When 
it came to selecting fleet commanders he 
showed himself a poor judge of men. He 
endeavored to prevent the assignment of 
Dewey to the Asiatic station. He was 
largely instrumental in the eelection cf 
Sampson as the commander of the squad- 


fron operating in the Caribbean Sea. He 


sustained that officer in his meaningless 
parade to Porto Rico and back again. 

He detached the Minneapolis and Colum- 
bia, the only two swift cruisers in the navy, 
from the fleet intended for active opera- 
tions and sent-them to patrol the New Eng- 
land coast, protecting the summer resorts 
about Boston. They had to cruise back 
and forth, often in stormy weather, watch- 
ing for Spanish commanders who never 
came, never thought of coming, and) could 
not, had they thought of it, have done any 
gerious harm. This New Eingiand panic to 
which the Secretary yielded reminded the 
country of the appeals for protection against 
British cruisers which came from that part 
of the union towards the close of the war 
of 1812—a war which New England was 
opposed to and would not aid im carrying 
on. There was cause for alarm then. Great 
Britain had a powerful fleet and closely 
blockaded the New England harbors. There 
was no cause for alarm in 1898. Spain 
had no fleet to excite alarm in the most timid. 

Nor is this all the Secretary did. He al- 


their inetrument .in carrying out their 
schemes to punish Schiey and reward Samp- 
son. His heart was not in the war against 
Spain. It seemingly bas been in prosecut- 
ing the charge of “ reprehensible conduct ”

This is the record~of Secretary Long, 
creditable in days of peace when, he was 
discharging civil duties, inglorious in days 
of war when he was called_on to perform 
unexpected and distasteful duties. Ad- 
miral _Dewey’s record shows no such in- 
equality. He has won glory in war and 
in peace as a fighter and.as an administra- 
tive officer. He has never failed to meet an 
emergency. It is because of this record of 
Dewey's that the people have so much con- 
fidence in what he says. ad 


EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF PLAY. 

Under this title Dr. John E. Bradley sings 
in the current Review of Reviews the praises

THE PRESIDENT AS A NAVAI. WRITER. 

It is another illustration of the versatility 
of President Roosevelt and the wide scope 
of his intellectual activity that he has fur- 
nished a chapter dealing with the American 
war of 1812-15 to that colossa)] work, “ The 
Royal Navy: A History from the Earliest 
Times to the Present,” edited by William 
Laird Clowes, assisted by Sir Clements 
Markham and others. The President's con- 
tribution appears in the sixth volume of the 
cumbrous series and has attracted wide at- 
tention in England and, high praise from the 
reviewers, especially the London Athe- 
nzeum, which says: “ It is evident that the 
high position now held by Mr. Roosevelt 
and the knowledge that he may well have 
the power or the influence to give reality to 
the suggestions which he puts forward 
tend to give his present work a distinctly 
political importance, in addition to ite chaime 
as a valuable contribution to naval history.” 
That value, in the Athenzeum’s estimation, 
largely arises from the “ scientific neutral- 
ity’ which characterizes what the Presi- 
dent has written. 

So far as the war itself is concerned, Mr. 
Roosevelt frankly concedes that in the first 
three frigate fights the American vessels 
were conspicuously superior in fdorce, and 
characterizes the declaration of histories 
and of Congressional resolutions that the 
ships were practically equal in force as“ an 
absurd untruth.” But he also emphasizes 
the fact that the British defeats were large- 
ly due to exceedingly bad gunnery. He 
‘says: “As a whole British officers had 
begun to pay less attention to gunnery since 
Nelson’s death, and this lack of care and 
their overwhelming pride and self-confi- 
dence—good qualities, but bad if carried to 
excess—made them less fit than erly 
to contend on equal terms for the mastery 
of the ocean with enemies more skillful than 
any they had yet encountered.” 

The lessons of history in their application 
to the present, from President Roosevelt’s 
point of view, however, are more interesting 
than past events. He finds that “the 
American privateers harassed the com- 
merce of Hngland, but the British blockad- 
ing fleet destroyed the commerce of Amer- 
ica,” and thinks that what was really need- 
ed was a great fighting fleet instead of 
mere commerce destroyers. The one lesson 
which he declarer is most clearly taught by 


relying for safety upon anything but its 
own readiness to repel attack. That he 
means this lesson for the United States is 
shown by his added words, “ and in the case 
of a power with an extended seaboard this 
readiness implies the possession of a great 
fighting navy.” He would have the Amer- 
ican navy win something besides mere 
glory. He would have it able not only to 
defend its own coasts from an enemy but to 
take the offensive in time of war. 7 
In the light of this contribution there can 
de no mistaking the President’s “ strenu- 
ous" policy so far as the navy is concerned.

And what meas- 
ures will the men of the “far distant 
future,” more intelligent than) those who 
lived before the last giacial period, take to 
avert the calamities with which they are 
threatened? The “ice peril ” will, by com- 
parison, make the “ yellow peri] ” and every 
other peril of today seem too trivial for 
notice. The newspapers will every morning 
tell the public how many feet, or inches, the 
glaciers have moved during the night. Con- 
gresses and Parliaments will take up the 
guestion of universal emigration to the 
tropics. Nations that have not yet secured 
spheres of influence in Asia and Africa 
might do well to set about it, for when all 
the cities of the temperate regions are 
buried beneath mountains of ice there will 
be a rush for India, the Valley of the Ama- 
zon, and the Congo Free State, which will 
have some interesting results. Bach man 
for himself and the ice peril take the hind- 
most will be the motto of the hour.

- NO OBSTRUCTIONS ON SIDEWALKS. 
There hae been some talk of doing away 
altogether with the fruit and flower stands 
of-the down-town district. This may seem 
to the men who control the stands to be 
an exceedingly undesirable change. To the 
general public it will seem entirely proper. 
The sidewalks are needed in their whole 
breadth from building to street. All ob- 
etractions must go. | 
Theoretically, of course, there is no dif- 
‘ference between a stand at State and For- 
tieth and a stand at State and Madison. 
Practically, however, there is a difference 
which makes ali the difference in the world. 
At State and Fortieth the stand inconver- 
fences no one. At State and Madison it 
inconveniences thousands. The down-town 
sidewalks are wide. But they are not tvo 


wide for the traffic they have to accom- 


modate. When they are narrowed by stands 
they begin to be disagreeably crowded. This 
is particularly true of the streets in which 
the elevated railway structures have been 
built, 
The entrances and exits to the stations 
enctoach on the sidewalks, and when, be- 
sides these demands on the limited. space 
granted to pedestrians, there are also those 
of the banana man, the candy vender, and 
the notion faker the result is that the pub- 
lic has to walk lockstep. Either the public 


‘or the stands will have to yield. The side- 


walks will be more and more crowded every 
year. There will be less and less space to 
spare. Every available inch of walk can be 
ased. If the public really wants the things 
that are sold at the stands it will be willing 
to step inside a store to get them. In fact, 
the advantages connected with having the 
stands are extremely hard to see, while 
the reasons for getting rid of them are easily 
evident and altogether conclusive. 


THE PROBLEM PLAY. 


Apropos of “The Second Mrs. Tan- 


queray”’ and “ The Notorious Mre. Wbb- 
amith,” it is interesting to note the history 
of the problem play. Some twenty years 
ago certain Parisians, attracted by dra- 
matic art and believing that they were far 
ahead in taste of the general public, estab- 
lished the Free Theater—a theater which 
does not depend for its support on the pub- 
lie and where plays are acted independently. 
This stage has produced many problem 
plays. The plan has had its unfortunate 
side, Sometimes what is impermanent and 
inartistic has been presented; sometimes 
plays have been brought forward which as- 
sumed to expose immoralities but which 
were themselves immoral. | 
Nevertheless such an establishment was a 
step in the right direction, and it was imi- 
tated in Hngland. About twelve years ago 
Mr. Grein established in London bis inde 
pendent theater. Through the influence of 
this theater dramatic art has, to a certain 
extent, been freed from the trammels of 
commercialism. And since that time, too, 
the problem. play in the hands of Mr. Pinero, 
Mr, Jones, and, toa lesser extent, Mr. Shaw 
has become increasingly important. 
, Although the material of the most signifi- 
cant problem plays now before the public 
is, as we should expect, the same as the 
material of the novel, realistic presentation 
of conflicts between the inner and the outer 
life, between forces of heredity and forces 
of environment, nevertheless the problem 
play is chronologically behind the novel. 
For example, in 1884, when Mr. Jones’ 
play, “ Saints and Sinners,” was presented 
it caused great dissatisfaction. The plot 
deals with a country clergyman who is 
placed in the midst of a narrow, carping 
congregation, his daughter, his daughter's 
betrayer, and her faithful lover. The same 
sort of subject-matter had been used in the 
novel Without exciting adverse criticism. 
George Eliot’s ‘““ Adam Bede,” indeed, had 
touched on much the same ground. Yet 
when “Saints and Sinners” was staged 
Mr. Jones’ audience cried out lustily against 
the play. The reason, probably, was that 
the spectators lost their sense of proportion. 
The play was too close at hand to be judged 
impartially, Certain facts of it seemed to 
overshadow other facts, because of the add- 
ed vividness of physical portrayal. There- 


fore many persons judged it to be unfit for 


the stage. Had “ Saints and Sinners ” been 
quietly read at home a false impression of 
it would not, in all likelihood, have been 
produced. Indeed, a cool reader might have 
decided that he was going over material 
which was rather too old to be interesting. 

Probably the strongest reason why the 
novel can use certain material before the 
drama is that the public will accept in a 
hovel psychology without much action; in 
a drama‘it demands action without much 
psychology. The novel-reading public is in 
advance of the stage-viewing public, 
psychologically speaking. A large part of 
human experience which can be presented 
in, the novel has not at present sufficient 
dramatic interest to be staged. It may be, 
however, that after the public has become 
a&ccustomed to this in the novel it may care 
to see such material in a play. 

The néerit of the problem play is just 
that it emphasizes the complexity of modern 
life and often teaches striking ethical les- 
sons. The defect, morally speaking, is the 
same which we frequently encounter in the 
novel; that is, a writer depicts vice, but 
does not succeed in teaching anything, The 
attraction or the repulsion which the spec- 
tator feels is so strong that he loses sight 
of the ethical effect of the drama. This 
is true, for many people, of Sappho. It may 
also be true of Camille. The result of such 
feeling is to distort judgment. A play may 
be called moral which is really immoral; 
a play may be calied immpral which is 
‘really moral. The conclusion would seem 
to be that certain dramas which handle cer- 
tain delicate moral probleme should not b- 
played, however ethical they really 
deas, on the whole. their ethics’ is 
sure to be realy... gis

For in- 
stance, Mr. Hill says that “ railway com- 
panies as carriers are subject to supervision 
and control by the public for the purpose of 
insuring the performance of their obliga- 
tions to the public.”’ The * supervision and 
control ’’ are often inadequate to secure the 
“ performance of obligations,” and the rail- 
roads object to a degree of control which 
shall be adequate always. Mr. Hill gays 
also that ‘railroads make public through 
published rates the prices charged for trans- 
portation, the only thing they have to sell, 
and must report the amount they receive for 
what they sell and what has been done with 
it." But railroads do not adhere to their 
published rates. They secretly sell trans- 
portation for less than these rates to favored 
shippers, or to a class of shippers—the pack- 
ing-house men, forinstance, Freight agents 
shade the rates, violate the law, and keep 
quiet about the matter until the Interstate 
Commerce commission gets the truth out of 
them. Of railroad discriminations against 
localities, industries, and individuals Mr. Hill 
says nothing. He assumes they do not ex- 
ist. But they do exist, and they affect and 
irritate far more people than does the merger 
he defends.

At least they 
faced as they entered the institute a couple 
of large billboards, on which were emblaz- 
oned advertisements of foreign pictures now 
in its galleries. Naturally they concluded 
that when the authorities of the institute use 
billboards to draw crowds to look at pictures 
less esthetic people are justified in using 
them to sell soap. But before such a rash 
conclusion ig reached there are other con- 
siderations which deserve notice. In the 
first place the argument may be made that 
the end justifies the means. A billboard as 
the handmaid of high art may well be quite 
a different thing from a billboard ag the 
agent of a distiller. And if a purely commer- 
clal people refuse to listen to the quiet appeal 
of pictures which an institution has been 
at considerable expense to secure, it may, of 
course, use any means in its power to catch 
the ear and startle the eye of the public. It 


. is understood, however, that the members 


of the Municipal Art league refuse to allow 
the force of these arguments, and look upon 


the billboards of the Art Institute with un- | 


disguised disapproval. If such a feeling 
really exists the treasurer of the league 
might formulate an appeal to himself as 
President of the Art Institute and secure the 
removal of the offending billboards.

that often he rushes from London to the country in order to ba pat there;

One may go 
further and say that sometimes he finds any part of his own country too 
populated for his taste with people who may speak to him, occupy his time 
and thoughts—in short, bore him. There is scarcely a being more restless 
in Europe or one who so flits about from place to place. He has a beauti- 
ful house in Naples; he ie today at the bath in Hastings—tomorrow at 
the bull fight in Barcelona; the next day one hears of him in Vienna or in 
Paris. He keeps up several palatial houses—at Dalmeny in Scotland, at 
Mentmore in Bucks, at the Durdans on Epsom Downs, at his house in 
Berkeley Square.

These aré not the arts a a man who seeks popularity. There is a

I should not be surprised if the reaction againgt.this prac- 
tice should accomplish genera? results in a short period, and that within ten, 
fifteen, or twenty years wave would be none post-boundg in China, except 
the old women. 

The methods of binding in| vogue in China nae the period of commencing 
the practice vary, but the bandages are applied at from 5 to 8 years of age. 
The practice is not confined to the rich. Poor women are just ag rigorous 
devotees of this fashion. The general process consists of two stages. A 
piece of strong cotton cloth, about two yards long and three inches wide, is 


first bound around the foot, leaving the great toe free, and doubling the 


others under the sole so that the toes of the right foot peep out under the 
left or inner side of the foot, and the same method is reversed for the left,

public school system. Boye and girls of compulsory school age—and only

The law further provides that the Board of Education shall make 


regulations so that the children may receive religious instruction in accord- 
ance with the belief of their parents. Al! cities:in the State having 25,000 


inhabitants and less than 100,000 may establish parental schools, provided 
their establishment is approved by a majority vote of the people at some 
general election. Acting under this law, the Board of Education of Chicago 
made a thorough investigation of the construction, organization, and man- 
agement of the leading parental and reform schools of the country, em- 
ployed a superintendent to supervise the construction and organization of 
the new school, and after eighteen months of hard work the Chicago 
Parental School is a fact. It is located in the northwestern part of the 
city, near the limits, on a tract of fifty acres of fertile land (which was 
owned by the Board of Education), and it is built on the cottage plan. 
There is a large main building, which will be used for school and adminis- 
tration purposes, and the cottages are three-story double brick build- 
ings, built in the most substantial manner, with room in each for sixty 
children and their officers—thirty children in a family and each family 
separated from the other. Owing to the great increase In the price of 
building materials and labor during the last two years, these buildings have 
cost more than was anticipated, but they aré worth what they have cost, 
and are simply on a par with other public school buildings of the city.. 
Now, let it be understood that this is to be a school in the strictest 
sense of the word and in no sense a prison. This ig what the law in- 
tended. It explicitly provides that the school shall net even be located near 
@ penal institution, and no child who has been convicted of an offense 
punishable by confinement in any penal institution can be ¢onimitted to 
this school. All prison features have been rigidly excluded from the plans

In addition to these qualities, Lord Rosebery has much insight, has a 
clear mind, has read hugely, was brought up in the school of high politics 
from ‘youth, and, finally, he has great thoughts and high ambitions. Per- 
haps his deep musings and his high ambitions are in some respects a defect 
and a drawback to his ultimate success. It is significant of him that his 
two favorite studies are Pitt and Napoleon.

Each succeeding day the bandage is tightened both morning and night. 
Sometimes the long bones of the foot are refractory and spring back into 
place when the bandage is removed. There is only one remedy for this, 
to strike them with the heavy wooden mailet used in washing clothes. This 
is possibly a mercy in disguise. For many months after the binding is com- 
menced the little girl is compelled to run up and down on ber aching feet to 
prevent mortification of the flesh and tendons setting in. 

This process of binding continues for one year. The next stage is the 
shortening of the length. The bandages are then so arranged as to draw 
the fleshy part of the foot and the heel close together. When accomplished 
a deep groove between the fleshy part of the foot and the heel, somewhat 
the shape of the clinched hand with the bal.of the thumb pressing against 
the fingers. The process is not considered complete until a Chinese tael, a 
coin about the size of a silver dollar, can be hidden in this groove. The 
first two years of this process are terrible. 

Manchus and Mongols and Chinese Bannermen do not bind their wom- 
The Provinces of Chili; Kwangtung, and Kwangsi, after the 
Taiping rebellion was suppressed, acknowledged foot binding was wrong, 
and the half of them abandoned the practice. In Szechuan Province, in the 
Cities of Peng-chou and Peng-chi-hien, Hung-ya and Sa-chang, there are 
wise men who have changed this fashion of smal feet.

of the school. There will be no wall, or bars, or bolts, or cells, and why? 
Why, because truancy is not crime, and a truant—a boy between the ages 
of 7 and 14 years—should not be treated as a criminal. Truancy leads 
to crime. Ninety per cent of the boys in the State reformatory at Pontiac 
who have attended school confess that they began their downward career 
by playing truant from school. Ninety per cent of the boys committed 
to the old Chicago Reform School began their downward course by playing 
truant. Hence, in order to check crime, we must stamp out truancy. 

But truants will be sent to the Parental School, not to be punished, but 
to be educated—to have their mental and moral natures developed. Re- 
straint and discipline are necessary to the accomplishment of this end, but 
suffering is not. Truancy is largely due to environment, to unfavorable 
home and social conditions, and these must be changed, and they are’ 
changed when the children are sent to the Parental School. Lt follows 
from all this that the pupils of the Parental School should be treated 
as kindly and considerately as the pupils of other schools, and the course 
of instruction should be made interesting. They should not, of course, be 
given the luxuries of life, and at the Chicago Parental School they will 
not get these. But they should and will be given the comforts and neces- 
saries. They will have comfortable rooms to live in, warm clothes to wear 
in winter, good, wholesome, well cooked food, and thorough physical train- 
ing in the gymnasium, on the playgrounds, and in the garden. How long it 
will take to.accomplish this result will depend upon the peculiarities of the 
boy. Each case must be settled on its merits. No general rule can be laid 
down. The course of instruction will be varied, much attention being given 
to manual] training. Each class will receive at least an hour and a half of 
such work a day. 

The methods of discipline employed in the best schools of this kind in 
the country have been adopted. And this suggests the second answer to 
the objection raised—viz.: that our system of discipline will be strict though 
not harsh, The boys will be classified into three divisions, and upon their

cultural country. During the times of serfdom the land was owned by the 
nobility, and all agricultural. work was done by serfs, who were the absolute 
property of the owners of the land upon which they lived. From en ethical 
‘standpoint the condition of the serfs was certainly deplorable, but from @ 


~ purely physical point of view it was incomparably better than it is now or 


has been ever since. Just as the slaves in the South represented the wealth 
and their number the standard of wealth of their owners, the wealth of the 
Russian noblemen and landowners was expressed not by the number of 
acres which they owned, but by the number of serfs belonging to them, 
The personal welfare of the owners dependéd so much upon that of their 
serfs that from purely egotistical reasons alone they treated the serfs with 
‘some degree of consideration. That was comparatively easy, as the soil was 
highly productive and there was a superabundance of food for all. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth century this system was gradually 
changed owing to the industrial and financial development of the country 
and the increase in its commercig] relations with England. The Obrok sys- 
tem was introduced, that is, the serfs were compelled tu pay their tribute, 


_ not in grain or cattle, but in money. Still later another system was intro- 


duced. A smal) patch was set aside for each serf, on which he had to raise 
what he needed for his sustenance, In return he was compelled to do all 
the work upon the fields of his owner. Then came the abolition of servi- 
tude. The former serfs became landowners on a small scale, but they had 


a deeper function. The child is, indeed, happily employed, but he is also 
profitably taught. He becomes familiar with the work of the blacksmith, 
the farmer, the carpenter, the miller; he recognizes the service of the 
father, the mother, the sister, the brother in the ‘home; bis little Gngers 
learn to weave, to sew, to build, to model the gift which shall show. to the 
home friends that he, too, wishes to contribute to their happiness.

“ But there is no law against foot binding, the laws are too merciful for 
that. When in a fight or quarrel a ‘person’s limbs are injured there is an 
appointed punishment, but people have fheir young daughters’ feet broken 
on purpose, not heeding their cries 6f pain. And yet parents are said to love 
their daughters! For what crime are these tender children punished? Their 
parents cannot say. It makes the daughters cry day and night aching with 
pain. It is a hundfed times as bad a punishment as the robbers get. Ifa 
man is flogged in the yamen, he can get over it in a fortnight. But if a 
girl’s feet are bound she suffers from it all her life long and her feet can 
never regain their natural shape.” 
The great impetus of the new reform has sprung 
from the Boxer outbreak.

For violations of special rules he will (1) be deprived of certain privileges, 
such as place at first or second table, rank, etc.; (2) he will be assigned to 
extra duty, and (3) he may be confined in a well lighted and well ventilated 
room on a bread and milk diet.

According to the reports of. the Compulsory Education department the 
monthly average of habitual truants in Chicago is about 175. While the fear

King 
Alexander is at this moment little more than 
an idiot. Queen Draga is Queen, both in fact 
and in name, and she and her grasping and 
avaricious family are directing the affairs of 
the country so far as they have any direction 
at all. 

Discontent is universal. The state treas- 
ury is empty. The government is unable to 
pay the salaries of its employés or even of the 
officers of its army. 

‘We shall wake some morning and find 
the army in possession of the capital and the 
King and Queen in flight or assassinated. 

“The choice of a successor to the crown 
Iies between Prince Peter Karageorgevitch, 
son-in-law of Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, 
and Colonel Constantinovitch, uncle of King 
Alexander and an Obrenovitch on his 
mother’s side. 

“There is also a party in Servia which 
favors the election of the Prince of some 
reigning European house on the lines that 
have been adopted in Greece and Bulgaria. 
This party is for the moment lying low but 
may become dominant.”

French Agitators Scored. 

Benjamin Sulte’s sensational attack on 
his anti-British fellow-countrymen of French 
descent in the Montreal Pioneer, the organ 
of what is called “‘ the advanced school of 
French-Canadian thought,” is a sharp re- 
minder to that school of the trouble they are 
working for. Sulte is a recognized authority 
on French-Canadian history, chief clerk of 
the Militia department, and Acting Deputy 
Minister in the absence of that high official. 
His article is a stinging reminder to the 
French-Canadians that r the French 
régime they were slaves and under the Brit- 
ish they are free. ‘‘ If God, to punish you, 
should replace you unger the French gov- 
ernment,’’ he writes, *‘ you would be a sec- 
ond Poland, another Ireland. You are 
French, because you are revolutionary by 
instinct. Agitation is necessary to you. This 
unhappy need will put you, some day, at the 
head of some émeute, as in France, and you 
will learn that, there are enough coils of 
rope in this country to hang youall. Under 
the French régime we were slaves, In the 
worst days of British government we still 
had three times as much liberty as the 
French of that period. Under Louig XIV. or 
XV. you would have’ been deported. You 
desire a war of the people. Make ft, and the 
sooner the better, in order that 5 riupeeen 
may receive its reward.”

They fought at top speed in the first round, 
at the end of which Ruhlin looked a winner. 
In the second round Fitz landed a terrific 
body blow, which took all the fight out of 
Madden's man. Gus stuck gamely to his 
work, though, and, while he had no strength 

to inflict punishment, he certainly had Fita 
completely fagged during the contest. 
While great credit must be given Fitz- 
simmons for his last two ring perform- 
ances, too Much stress must not be laid on 
his physieal condition, especially when com- 
pared with that possessed by Jeffries.

They may, 
however, be isolated cases, and the sched- 
ule, when it appears, may be as correct as 
that got out by President Langhenry for 
the Chicago tournament. 

The latest surprise is the announcement 
by President Floss that the tournament will 
have to start on Monday, Jan. 20. Most of 
the contestants have been given to under- 
stand that play would not begin unti!! Tues- 
day night, after the congress had concluded 
its annual seasion. In the Chicago tourna- 
ment there were forty five-men teams, sev- 
enty-four two-men teams, and 112 individ- 
uals. Play began at 3:30 on Tuesday after- 
noon, and by Friday at midnight the tourna- 
ment was over. 

President Floss says the entry list is so 
large that play must etart on Monday, while 
at the same time he intimates there will be 
no roiling on Tuesday. It is extremely 
doubtful if this will suit the contestants. 
As the Chicago teams will arrive on Mon- 
day morning they may not raise any ob- 
jection, but players from other cities may 
have arranged to arrive later than this. 

Vice President Thompson and Secretary 
Karpf of the American bowling congress 
will go to Buffalo early this week and do all 
in their power to see that things run 
smoothly. 

President, Langhenry has completed his re- 
port and in it makes a strong plea for a 
broader constitution and wider powers for 
the Executive committee. He points out the 
great growth of the game in the West and 
the necessity of the congress being able to 
demonstrate to the bowlers the advantages 
to be derived by joining it. If the congress 
makes rules it must have officials able to 
enforce them, otherwise it might as well pass 
out of existence. 

Recently in these columns the methods of 
the Eastern coterie which has controlled 
bowling there were clased as “‘ fossilized,” 
since which time the Eastern scribes have 
been writing editorials on fossils.

Star Tackle on the Crimson Team Ad- 
mits Having Received Pay While at 
Haverford College ter Having In- 
structed Youths in Boxing—Fact Had 
Eladed His Memory Until Recalled 
to Him—Professor Hollis Expresses 
His Regrets. 


Oliver F. Cutts, right tackle of the Harvard 
football team of 1901, whose athietie stand- 
ing was the subject of exhaustive. inquiry 
before the game with Yale last November, 
is declared a professional in a statement 
made public today by Professor Ira N, 
Hollis of the Harvard Athletic committee. 
Evidence was produced that while teaching 
at Haverford Cutts gave private boxing les- 
gona for pay. 


In his statement Professor Hollis reviews | 


the whole investigation of Cutie’ standing 
and says: 

** He was declared eligible upon the assur- 
ance of the principal of the school and his 
own signed statement that he had never fe- 
ceived any payment whatever for instruction 
in physical dxercise or for coaching a school- 


giving boxing, was clearly ineligible. 

“It js to be regretted that this informa- 
tion did not reach Harvard earlier. Whether 
a change in the football team would have | 
affected the result or not makes no differ- 
gible must necessarily detract from the sat- | 
isfaction of our victories.” 

Cutts in his statement says: ““ While teach- 
ing in a preparatory school I gave lessons in 
boxing and fencing to boy students and I | 
received pay. When my eligibility was chal- | 
lenged I never once thought of these private 
lessons and did not recall them until they 
were brought to my attention, as 1 had not 
considered them of any importance.” 

New Haven, Conn, Jan; 11.—[Special.)— 
Yale men have not yet cooled down enough 
to allow them to talk on the Cutts case. Out 
of at least two dozen prominent Yale men 
who were interviewed only two would utter 
a single word for publication. They were 
Charlies D. Francis, President of the foot- 
ball association, and Hugh Satterlee, Presi- 
dent of the University Baseball association. 

Mr. Francis said: ‘* All that i wil allow 
myself to be quoted as saying is that I fully | 


expected this declaration from the Harvard 


Athletic committee.”’ Mr. Satterlee said: | 
“It seems to me the declaration that Cutts | 
was a professional has removed the source | 
of trritation from Yale and Harvard athletics | 
and the athletic relations between the two |

Soden’s Offer to Sell Out Disturbs New- 


Yorker—Spalding’s Joke on 
Anson. 


New York, Jan. -11.—[Special. ]—Instead of 


chuckles in the camp of the Freedmanites 


today there was unmistakable consternation 


and panic, due to the publication of the Bos- 


ton letter by A. G. Spalding, in which A. H. 


Soden. offered to sell his stock both In the 


Boston and New York clubs and withdraw 


entirely from baseball.

Until a reply 
of some sort is received from Soden, Freed- 
man declined to say anything but these 
words: ‘‘I am perfectly satisfied with the 
situation and .am confident that I will win 
out.”” 


Following Soden’s offer to sell out comes 


another from A. C. Anson which has its hu- 
morous side. Anson wired Spalding as fol- 
lows: 


“ Will sell my New York stock for $4,000, 


Answer.’”’ 


Spalding replied: “Allright. Sell it.’’ 

It is believed Anson's offer was a decoy 
to find out whether Spalding would put up 
any money for stock that was purchasable. 
Looking the whole situation over carefully, 
one might say the Freedmanites are anxious 
to run to cover, but do not know where to 
run. 

Spalding wrote to Frank Robison of the 
St. Louis club today in answer to Robison’s 
letter. Mr. Spalding jokes his correspondent 
upon taking up issues which occurred in the 
last century, andsays:

SUGGESTIVE OF MUCH BUILDING 


Applications for Special Permits Be- 
lieved to Pregsage Large Improve- 
ment in Business District. 


The five applications made to the City 
Council for permission to erect buildings 
higher than are permitted by the present 
building ordinance aroused much comment 
among the realty and building interests of 
the city, both as presaging an era of much 
Similar building in the down-town district 
and as illustrating the shortsightedness and 
impracticability of the present ordinance 
restricting the height of buildings. 

The action of the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South, to which the applications 
were referred, was expected, in all probabil- 
ity, definitely to determine whether the re- 
strictions of the ordinance would be per- 
mitted to interefere with any other large 
projects which may develop in the future. 
For this reason the action of the committee 
in unanimously recommending the granting 
of the applications was received with gen- 
eral satisfaction, and it is believed likely 
to lead to a repeal of the present ordinance 
or to amending it in that part touching upon 
the height of buildings. 

Alderman Alling at last Monday night's 
meeting of the Council] expressed himself 
as favoring a height limitation of 170 feet, 
but many others, including the leading archi- 
—— look upon any such limitation as un- 
wise. 


Condemn Present Ordinance, 

D. H, Burnham, in speaking of the pres- 
emt ordinance, said: “‘ The ordinance was a 
mistake. I said so at the time, and have 
gone on record to the same effect many times 
since. It is always a mistake to attempt to 
block or hamper the movement of cap- 
ital 
investment, and the present ordinance 
has unquestionably worked injury for 
this reason. Many owners of desir- 
abe wn-town realty have been deterred 
from improving it w:th great structures 
which would have been an ornament and 
credit to the city ,for the reason they be- 
lieved the restrictions Imposed by the ordi- 
nance wouid so curtail the earning capacity 
of the buiding as to make the suggested 
investment undesirable. Time has shown 
the ordinance to be without any merit and it 
shou:d be repealed."’ 

Wililam A. Bond favors an ordinance with 
the most Lberal provision in the matter of 
height. “1 have always regarded the pres- 
ent ordinance as a colossal biunder,”’ he said, 
‘‘and one which can only work to the dis- 
advantage of the city. For my part, Ido not 
believe any restrictions should be imposed 
in the matter of height, except in so far as 
the general strength of the building calls 
for.. New York's lHberality in this matter 
shou d serve as an dbiect lesson to Chicago.” 

The application for increased height were 
from THE TRIBUNE for an addition of four 
stories to its present twelve-story bui.ding; 
from the First National Bank and Otto 
Young for. sixteen-story structures; for a 
fourteen-story addition to the Hartford 
Building; and from Hibbard, Spencer, Bart- 
lett & Co. for a mill construction bu.lding 
at the northeast corner of State and South 
Water streets.

OF RENPALS IN BUSINESS 


T is a fact that nearly all leases made for property in the 
tentral business district within the last six or eight months 
show a liheral increase over the old rentals. This is not at 
all surprising, because it simply means that rentals are recov- 
sring from the great reduction made by landlords during the 
deriod from 1804 to 1897. For several years prior to the panic 
of '98 there was a marked increase in rentals throughout the 
sntire city, and especially so in down-town property, until, in 
some localities, the rentals were something fabulous. The 
ocal prosperity attending the World's Fair was, of 
great factor in inflating these values, which condition pre- 
railed at the time of the panic. Then general complaint from 
‘he tenants, who were confronted with a proposition of high 
rents and exceedingly poor business, compelled landlords to 

i gubmit to a reduction averaging from 10 per cent to, in not a 

* few instances, 25 per cent per annum. 

U J nstances this cut was later followed by a second reduction of 

from it . «w,per cent on the part of the Jandlord, who acceded 

the tenant rather than run any chances of losing him. 

This brought rentals down to a-low basis, which continued so until about eight- 
een months ago, when, after a period of renewed prosperity, tenants felt more lib- 
eral and the landlords were enabled to secure their first increase since the panic. 
This increase, however, was not marked until within the last six or eight 
months. During this latter period the rentals in a large number of leases have been 
advanced from 15 to 20 per cent per annum, but the average increase probably has 
not exceeded 10 to 15 per cent. The 30 to 40 per cent advances are exceptional cases, 
where the landlord has made special concessions considered valuable by the tenant, 
and therefore these do not indicate genera! conditions. 

The average owner of central property, therefore, has no reason to complain. 
returning to a reasonable basis, The landlord has suffered- with his 
tenant during the general business depreasion of the last few years, but from this 
time on, for a few years at jeast, he will reap his share of prosperity.

BUILDING FIGURES FOR 1901. 


Records of All the Cities Show Remark- 
able Increase Over Previous 
‘Year. 

In point of history, during the first year 
of the twentieth century the building indus- 
try con-ributed {ts quota. In nearly every 
instance in the cities enumerated in the ta- 
ble below the year 1901 proved to bea record 
breaker in the way of building operations. 
It is significant that thirteen municipalities 
in various sections of the country show an 
increase in the records of their respective 
building departments. These increases run 
from 15 to 259 per cent. 

From every part of the United States 
comes word that architects and contractors 
are exceedingly busy, and that the opening 
days of 1902 presage-a year of unprecedented 
activity. Projects involving many millions 
of dollars are on the boards, and it is au- 
thoritatively stated'that when finis is writ 
after 1902 this year will far surpass the 
total of the operations which marked the 
closing of 1901. 

Analyzing the appended table of statistics, 
specially compiled for Construction News, 
the following facts are displayed: 

During 1901 the sum of $241,379,764 was ex- 
pended for 48,725 new structures in thirteen 
cities, as against $138 885,820 in 1900 for 37,064 
struc‘ures, an increase of 11,661 permits and 
of $102,493,440 in the cost, or a general in- 
crease of 74 per cent. The most notable in- 
crease was that of St. Paul. The figures In 
that city show that its percentage of gain 
was 259. The lowest percentage of increase 
was experienced by Allegheny—15. 

New York readily leads the column, with 
a total of $116,800,595 for 1901, as against 
$64,949,723 in 1900. ’Chicago is second, as 
usual, and Philadelphia gains third position.

Factory at Chicago Heights—Build- 
ing for Locomotive Works.

The fi m of Pitkin) & Brooks is one of the 
la.»est manufac.urers of cut glass in Amcr- 
wa, vi Lee CUUCE, Os OF its Kind 
in the country, having been in business in 
Chicago for over thirty years, and the re- 
moval of their factery to Chicago Heights 
will mark a notable feature in that rapidiy 
growing industria! city. 

The property which the company came in 

of is the two-story and basement 
factory building, located at the corner of 
Seventeenth street and Lowe avenue. The 
structure is 35x210 feet in dimensions, with 
boiler and engine-house attached equipped 
with a 125-horse power Corliss engine, heat- 
ing and lighting plant complete.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


Estimatedarrivals for Monday are: Wheat, 
45 cars: corn, 95 cars; oats, 190 cars; hogs, 
43,000, and for the week, 230,000. 

Australian shipments of wheat for the 
week are reported at 664,000 bu, compared 
with 344,000 bu last year. ' 

A petition for the reappointment of John 
A. Costello as official grain sampler is be- 
ing circulated and widely signed. | 

Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth for the week were 3,040 cars, compared 
with 2,797 the previous week, and 2,307 last 

ear. 

” Primary receipts of wheat for the week 
were 3.629.000 bu, compared with 3,539,000 
bu the week before, and 3,787,000 bu last 
year. Of corn receipts were 3,133.000 bu, 
compared with 3,400,000 bu, and 5,009,000 bu. 

It was still possible to a trader, whase 
eyes were firmly fixed on the Southwest, to 
feel bullish on ‘wheat. Nebraska dea'ters 
were reported to be selling wheat to Kansas 
for feed on a basis of &4%c at the river, and 
Kansas City to be bidding 91%c in southern 
Kansas and Oklahoma for winter with- 
out getting any. 

The ‘‘ LouisviNe crowd,’ or whatever in- 
terest has been scalping the wheat market 
successfully on the bull side from 75c up. 
apparently overstaid its market. There was 
heavy buying for their account around 83%c, 
both Friday and Saturday, presumably in 
an effort to stimulate a farther advance to 
make a better market to sell out on. But 
the offerings were heavy whenever this buy- 
ing on the bulges was in evidence, and when 
the support was withdrawn the price broke 
promptly. There was heavy selling by this 
interest late yesterday around bottom prices. 

B. G. Fisher, a veteran oats trader, says 
the oats outlook for mext spring is almost 
identical with that of 1882, when, as the 
spring advanced, the price of oats also ad- 
vanced, and the supply decreased until July, 
when that delivery closed at 62c, with the 
stock down to 102,000 bu. The loca! stock 
is now on!y 881,000 bu, and gradually de- 
ereasing.. The demand takes care of all con- 
tract oats on arrival at 46@50c. New oats 
arrived last July on the 15th, and during the 
month the receipts of all grades were 814 
ears. The reasonable expectation is for lib- 
eral shipments of store oats with the opening 
of navigation. 7 

Elevator men do not all concur in the opin- 
fon that they will begin storing No. 3 corn 
and hedging by sales of May as ‘soon as 
the discount under May widens to 5c or 6c. 
‘*There would be no money in storing No. 3 
corn, even at 10¢ discount,” said a repre- 
sentative of one large elevator interest. 
Winter shelled corn is bound to heat in the 
spring, and that. means it has to be turned 
over and watched carefully to limit the ‘oss, 
which is bound to be great, and might 
easily reach 10c per bu. If we could see a 
big export demand in the near future 
we could afford to take chances, but there is 
no export demand and no likelihood of there 
being any. There is plenty of old corn in 
store, and no elevator ts likely to take long 
chances by storing new corn. We lost 
enough money doing that last spring. There 
was some export demand then, but because 
of the high prices it was much smaller than 
for several years before and so we got 
caught. This. year there is no export busi- 
ness at all,’’ 

Not every piece of news, opinion, or 
which comes out of the Southwest fs bullish 
or grains, although the exceptions to the 
general trend of sentiment are few. The fol- 
lowing to Fyffe, from a Kansas City corre- 
spondent, is a particularly violent exception: 

“The growing crop in our territory isin 
first-class shape, and with seasonable weath- 
er during February and March. we will raise 
another bumper crop. There is in store/in 
Kansas more wheat than there ever was be- 
fore at this season of the year; it is being held 
tenaciously, but is bound to come out sooner 
or later. The country is not only carrying 
large lines of wheat, but also lines of options, 
and it would be most surprising if we did not 
have a grand shake-out. Regardless of the 
light receipts, our local stocks have increaged 


every week for five weeks, and there are in-' 


dications of this week showing an additional 
increase.’’ 

Salina, Kas., wired Harris: ‘ At Claflin 
today local dealers ask 77c for No. 2 hard 
wheat. With 10c a bushel added for freight 
to Kansas City, the price would be Sic a 
bushel. The Kansas City cash market today 
is 80c to 8l1c; thus it will be seen that Kansas 
is out of Hne from 6c to 7c, as compared with 
Kansas City. Ordinarily the western Kansas 
market is about 10c below Kansas City.” 

“ The area seeded to winter wheat, present 
crop,”” says Rycroft, “is estimated by the 
government at 82,000,000 acres, which, they 
say, is 5.6 per cent larger than that seexied to 
the last crop. Therefore, the area seeded to 
the last crop must have been in the neigh- 
borhood of 30,500,000 acres. Itis well known 
that there was little area abandoned, as the 
winter wheat crop was practicaily perfect, as 
shown by the rate of yield, 14.8 bu per acre. 
Now, when you add to this 30.500,000 acresa 
spring wheat area of 18,500,000 acres 
it gives a total of 49,000,000 acres, and prac- 
tically confirms the private statisticians’ fig- 
ures, and would suggest a crop of 725,000,000 
bu.”’ 

Reports of crop damage published by the 
Modern Miller, according to Broomhall, had 
rather more effect on the other side than did 
the bearish government reports and large 
Russian shipments. Opening English. cables 
were unchanged and closing 4c higher. 
Broomhall estimates the world’s shipments 
will be about 7,000,000, of which quantity 
Europe will take about 6,000,000. He predicts 
there will be a moderate change in the quan- 
tity of breadstuffs on passage. Arrivals of 
breadstuffs into the United Kingdom during 
the last week were about 3,000,000 bu, against 
a similar quantity the previous week, and 
2,800,000 bu the corresponding week a year 
ago. |

TWO NEW BANKS PLANNED 


‘. P. PHILLIPS OFFERED THE 


PRESIDENCY OF ONE. 


Institution of Which He May Be the 
Head Will Have Capital of $1,000,000 
and Surplus of $500,000 if It Is Es- 
tablished—Another $1,000,000 Bank 
| Also Talked Of—Reserve Gains 
$5,442,875 — Railroad Earnings 
Local Sales. 


Two projects for the establishment of new 
ks are being considered by local capital- 
ists. The Presidency of one of the instku- 
tions has been offered to T. P. Phillips, Presi- 
dent of the Dolese & Shepard company. 
He has been prominently identified with 
business affairs in the city for many years 
and represents a large Eastern trust com- 
pany here. Many of his affiliations have 
been with banking interests and his reputa- 
tion is that of a conservative financier. 

Present plans provide that the bank shall 
be a national institution, although the people 
interested in it miay change their minds and 
organize it asa trust company. The capital 
will be $1,000,000, and the surplus $500,000. 
The stockholders would pay in more than 
the par value of the stock in order to begin 
business with a substantial surplus. 

While no names of the promoters are given 
out, it is understood that they Include people 
at present interested in other banks. . For 
this reason it may be that the new institution 
will be a trust company, so that the interests 
will not conflict. There is a strong senti- 
ment, however. in favor of a national bank, 
as the stockholders could turn in -outside 
business to such an institution. Neithera. 
name or-a location has been selected for the 
bank, but it-is. probable a place in La Salle 
street would be chosen. A general business 
would be transacted. 

The other institution which is talked about 
will also have a capital of $1,000,000. Its sur- 
plus, according to the present arrangement, 
will be* $250,000. A Chicago capitalist who 
resigned a short time ago as a director of 
a large corporation will be President if the 
plan matures. A Western banker will take 
a large block. of the stock. The bank will 
er under the’ national banking 
aws. 

Since the consolidations of national banks 
in Chicago in 1900 several new banks have 
been projected, but none has materialized up 
to this time. The people who are interested 
in the two banks now under consideration 
feel that a field exists for more institutions, 
and say that the banks which went out of 
business were profitable enough, but retired 
because good offers were made for their 
stock.

Mamy conservative people here do not 
share Mr. Taylor's roseate views on the labor 
question. ‘They consider it by all means the 
most serious problem confronting the erec- 
tion of the fair buildings in time for opening 
in 1908. Practically every skilled workman 
in St. Louls is already employed in the usual 
construction and there is no surplus to draw 
from. The same is said to true of Chi- 
cago, Kainsas City, and metropolitan 
centers. In fact, there is sald to be a-serious 
shortage of workmen at many points. The 
mobilization of an army of 10,000 workmen 
under the conditions, it is feared, may be 
more difficult than Mr. Taylor anticipates. 

Next comes the question of getting ma- 
terial fast enough, a proposition which is de- 
cidedly appalling to peoplein the trade. The 
general use of wood in place of steel through- 
out the world’s fair structures eliminates the 
most troublesome factor. But can the vast 
quantity of lumber required to erect $8,000,- 
000 worth of buildings, not counting struc- 
tures for the States, the concessions, and 
all that, be had on call with a brisk demand 
for lumber from all sections and a rising 
market?

Next in importance in the minds of many 
St. Louisians is the question of strikes.

They 
pass from the employment of one exposition 
to another and their experience is of the 
greatest aid in the directing of forces en- 
gaged in construction. 

The same is said to be true with the de- 
partments of exhibition. At Chicago these 
men were all practically new to the business. 
Here they are veterans of many great under- 
takings. 


Follow Chicago Ideas. 


The extent to which the builders of - the . 
Columbian Fair were the pioneers in their 
line is manifest in a visit to headquarters 
here. The reports of the work done at Chi- 
cago show constant use. Some of these re- 
ports, like that of Dinector General Davis, 
which were’ never printed, have been copled 
by typewriters The five large volumes of 
this report nearly wore out'the machines. 

In ‘checking up with the work done at Chi- 
cago in the winter prior to the fair ‘it is 
pointed out that far more can be done from 
Nov. 1 to Apri} St. Louis than in Chicago 
om account of better weather. Director of 


Works Taylor says that for twenty years 


bad weather has not stopped construction 
work in St. Louie over fountesn days each 
winter on the average.

HANKS to the efforts of Professor Paul 

Beckwith, curator of the historical 
collections, the National Museum has 
just received a complete set of the 

@ various types of cutting, slashing, and 
decapitating weapons used in the Philippine 
Islands. The major portion of this collection 
was purchased from e Mr, Harkins, a young 
Georgian collector at present serving with 
the army in the Philippines. 

In making this collection Professor Beck- 
with and Mr. Harkins have for months ap- 
plied themselves to the study of the exten- 
sive lore of these weapons. As a result 
Professor Beckwith was enabled, in an ad- 
dress before the American Anthropological 
society recently, to present, for the first time 
in history, the correct classifications 
these weapons, 

He explained that every form of Philippine 
weapon denoted some rank, or had some sig- 
nificance; that each form was known under 
a distinct term; and that the Filipino, as he 
rose from lower to higher rank, saved the 
weapons that had marked his station, and 
placed them successively over the main en- 
trance to hie house, with those of his an- 
Moros Make the Weapons. 

These weapong are manufactured chiefly 
by the Moros of Mindanao and Sulu, and 
the classification and nomenciature of their 
makers is accepted throughout the Philip- 
pines, Borneo, and surrounding Malay is- 
lands. The blades, made of- steel, rivaling

The various weapons, usually called “ bo- 
los’ in the United States, are known by the 
natives under the following names:

A new light has been thrown upon scien-

The Anderson experiments have 
proven that in the case of a sprinter, after 
he has covered his usual distance of from 
100 to 200 yards, the center of gravity has 
risen instead of fallen, showing that the 
blood has been pressed out of his leg muscles 
by rapid and forcefyl action. The belief 
has always prevailed that in short distance 
running there is a large blood supply sent 
to the legs. The opposite is shown to be 
true by these tests. The experiments indi- 
cate, however, that in the case of long di&- 
tance runners the blood supply to the legs 
is greatly increased. This is the scientific 
explanation of the track and general athletic 
term, getting hig second wind.”’ Getting

in the world, is Dr. J. P. Wood of 

Coffeyville, Kas., who has just cele- 

brated his 100th birthday.

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EATHERED WINTER 
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URING the bitter weather of winter, 

while people with hearts in the right 

places are scattering crumbs and 

“geeds at their doorsteps for the little 

feathered land visitors, the great city 
of Chicago as a whole is doing its best to feed 
the storm-blown birds of Lake Michigan, 
Not all the sewage of the city. notwithstand- 
ing the completion of the drainage canal, is 
sent towards the Mississippi. Someof it still 
finds its way into the lakes with its burden 
ef garbage, and there the seabird scavengers, 
by eating much of the output that from their 
point of appetitie is edible, do their best to 
aid in purifying the water supply. 

In the dead of winter. when the cold is so 
intense that it seems that no exposed crea- 
ture could live, the waste of water between 
Chicago and St. Joe, Mich., is peopled with 
strange feathered visitors who shun the same 
water stretches when the wind blows soft 
out of the south. The storm which rose on 
Friday, the 13th, and preceded the “ spell ”’ 
of zero weather brought with it from the 
north scores of strange, beautiful arctic 
visitors Known as long-tailed ducks. They 
may be seen all through the winter well out 

_ into the open water of the lake. They fairly 
revel in cold weather and in cold water. It 
is highly probable that they would never 
come to the great lakes at all were it not 
for the fact that everything northward is 

frozen solid. The male ‘‘ long-tail”’’ is a 

beauty, with his strongly contrasted black 

and white plumage and the two great Sweep- 
ing tail faethers that give him his name. 

With his wife he does not lack other names, 

and they aré Khown in various places as 

Old “Old Wife,’’ Molly,” 
“Om Gramny,""** Old Squaw,” and ‘ Old 
Sowth @outherly.”” Because of the oily 
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nature of their flesh these ducks are unfit 
for food, and yet the gunners on the break- 
water and on the government pier kill dozens 
of them in the pure wantonness of sport. 


Beautiful Ducks on the Lake. 


When the sloping stone abutment that pro- 
tects the outer Lincoln Park driveway from 
the waves is piled high with ice during the 
winter the venturesome person who will scale 
the side of the frozen pile may see in the dark 
water only a few yards beyond one of the 
most beautiful ducks known to the bird 
kingdom. TheGolden Eye, or Whistle Wing, 
frequents the cold waters of Lake Michigan 
all through the winter, and comes close in 
to the shore. It is seldom that more than 
four or five are seen together, and oftener a 
single pair will be found. If the protection 
which the male apparently tries to extend 
to the female during 4,1 times of the year be 
a basis for judgment, these birds remain 
mated for life. —The Golden Eye almost in- 
variably places himself between his gentler 
companion and danger, and when they are 
swimming or flying to new foraging places 
he invariably leads the way. The move- 
ment of their wings is so fapid that it pro- 
duces a musical whistling audible at a great 
distance. Because of the rapidity of their 


- flight the Indians call them Spirit Ducks, 


believing that some supernatural aid is 
given them to add to the swiftness of their 
journeyings. The Golden Eyes may be seén 
today in the lake off Lincoln Park. Inthe 
spring they will go northward to build their 
nests. 

The best of the bird scavengers acting as 
the allies of the Health department this win- 
ter are the herring, the ring~-billed and the 
Kittawake guils.. The herring gull is a big

Types of Lake Michigan Gulls.

In the adult bird the bill hasa 
dark ring around ft near the end, a fact that 
gives the gull its name. ; 

A delicate-looking bird is the Kittawake 
gull. It does not look as if it could stand 
the rigors of lake winter weather for a day, 


and yet neither storm nor cold succeeds in } 


chilling its optimism or in abating its in- 
dustry. The Kittawakes have been in the 
lake off Chicago several weeks, and here they 
will doubtless remain until March. The birds 
are a little more than one-half the size of the 
herring gull, and are practically the only 
small gulls that visit us in winter. 

A bird lover considers it an ornithological 
epoch when he sees a great black-backed 
gull. The persistent and careful observer 
who cares nothing for weather conditions 
may find this rare creature, perhaps the larg- 
est of our gulls, if he will but keep a constant 
watch along the lake front. The bird has 
been seen here on several occasions, and the 
time is now ripe forit. Itsnamegives a good 
description of it.

FP all the words in the English lap- 
guage there is none which implies so 
much envy, hatred, malice, pride, and 
every form of uncharitableness as 
“precedence.” It is the cause of. 
hever ending dispute, of the parting of old 
friends, as well as of near relatives, and of 
the most intense bitterness. Precedence, in 
a word, is the bugbear of the entire social 
system of the universe, and has been so from 
the earliest times down to the present day. 

Great wars have been fought, continents 
devastated, the prosperity of nations de- 
stroyed, and millions of lives lost, all for’ the 
sake of mere precedence. It may therefore 
be considered to have formed a serious ob- 
Stacle to the progress of enlightenment and 
civilization. It likewise constitutes an ele- 
Ment of weakness in many of the grandest 
characters in past and present ages, and, in- 
deed, there is scarcely a,man or a womaD 
Who is exempt from the worries and vexa- 
tions in its train. 

If I mention this it is because the approach- 
ing coronation in England lias led to a pro- 
pésal, nay, even a demand, for the revisal of 
the “table of precedence’ in England. 
And of all the questions that have con- 
fronted King Edward since his accession to 
the throne there is not one that will make 
such demandson his diplomacy, his tact, and 
his judgement as this. 

That the “ table ’’ needs revisal is obvious. 
But any attempt to alter its provisions will 
Meet with all sorts of obstacles, many of 2 
Satutory nature, and with a perfect storm 
of protest on the part of those who, in the 
words of the scripture, are asked by the 
King to ‘‘take a lower seat at the board.” 
It is difficult enough to repeal laws in Great 
Britain, especially when they are of anticnt 
igin. But the difficulties entailed there- 
by are as nothing compared to those entailed 

an attempt to modify old established 
Mages and customs which have become part 
&ad parcel of the social system. 
‘Precedence in England is based partly on 
Matute and partly on that still more 7 
Sbie foundation—namely: what is known 
Miwritten law. The statutes bearing on the

the Lord High Treasurer comes the Lord 
President of the Privy Council, who is the 
Duke of- Devonshire; then the Lord Privy 
Seal, who is the Marquis of Salisbury; and 
after him the Lord Great Chamberlain of 
England, an office which is now claimed by 
four peers—namely: the Duke of Atholl, the 
Marquis of Cholmondeley, and the Earls of 
Ancaster and of Carrington, whose rival pre- 
tensions will be determined before Easter by 
the House of Lords, sitting as the supreme 
tribunal of the realm. 

Next on the table comes the Lord High 
Constable, an office which is vacant, but 
which was temporarily filled by the great 
Duke of Wellington on the occasion of .the 
last three coronations, and which will prob- 
ably be intrusted to Lord Roberts, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, at the coronation of King 
Edward. After him followsethe Earl Mar- 
shal of the Realm, whose office is hereditary, 
and which is held by t Duke of Norfolk. 

There is at present né Lord High Admiral, 
the latter’s duties being administered, like 
those of the Lord High Treasurer, by means 
of a commission, the members of which have 
no place as such on the “table of prece- 
dence." The last Lord High Admiral was 
King William IV. prior to his accession to the 
throne. | 

Then follow the Lord Steward of the 
King’s Household, who is the Karl of Pem- 
broke; the Lord Chamberlain of the House- 
hold, who is the Bar! of Clarendon; and the 
Master of the. Horse, who is the Duke of 
Portland. 

After that come Dukes, occording to the 
seniority of their creation, then Marquises, 
then Duke’s eldest sons, then Earls, then 
the eldest sons of Marquises, followed by the 
younger sons of Dukes. Viscounts follow in 
their wake, after them the eldest sons of 
Earls and the younger sons of Marquises; 
then the Bishops having seats in the House 
of Lords, headed by the Bishops of London, 
of Durham, and of Winchester. 

Following the Lord Bishops come the Sec- 
retaries of State who do not happen to be 
peers or sons of Dukes, Marquises, and 
Earls; and it is here that Joseph Chamber- 
lain, the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and Mr. Ritchie, the Secretary of State for 
the Home department, will find their place 
They will be followed by the Barons—that is 
to say, the lowest grade of the peerage—the 
Knights of the Orders of the Garter, of the 
Thistie, and of St, Patrick, the Speaker of 
the House of Commons, the eldest son of 
Viscounts, the younger sons of Earls, and 
the eldest sons of ‘Barons. ; 

After that come Privy Councilors, among 
whom would be included the Chanvcéllor of 
the Exchequer, the Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, the Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land, the Master of the Rolls, and the Judges 
of the high court, none of whom has any 
place higher up on the “ table of precedence "’ 
by virtue of his respective office. 

They are followed by the younger sons of 
Viscounts and ns, then Baronets, 
Knights Grand Cross of the Bath, Knights 
Commanders of the Bath, ordinary knights, 
gentlemen of the royal household, High Sher- 
iffs of counties, the eldest sons of Baronets, 
of Knights Grand Cross of the Bath, and of 
Knights Commander of the Bath, and only 
then Admirals of the navy, Generals of the 
army, King’s Counselors, Colonels, deans, 
and canons of the state church, etc.

ORIGIN OF WORD“ TOAST.” 


HE drinks most in use in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries were sack, 
canary, claret, sherry, and others, to 
which it was customary to add honey, 
sugar, ginger, cinnamon, and other in- 

fents; also a piece of toast, which float- 
ed on top of the liquor, and was supposed to 
give it an additional flavor. Later on, in 
the eighteenth century, Dr. Johnson relates: 
‘“‘A certain beau, being at bath, pledged 
a noted beauty in a glass of water taken 
from her bath; whereupon another roysterer 
cried out he would have nothing to do with 
the liquor, but would have the toast—that is, 
the lady .-herself.’”’ From the incident, it is 
said, arose the habit of giving a lady’s name 
to preface, or flavor, the drinking of wine. 
Hence a popular lady whose health was often 
drunk became “ a toast,’’ or “ a great toast.” 
Later the word has come to mean any sen 
timent which prefaces a drink. :

“I am not afraid of being charged with 
treason, for if the challenge were to be taken 
seriously or a hair of my head were harmed 
all England would laugh the Hanoverian 
dynasty out of existence. : 

“TI can’t tell in advance what will happen. 
Of course lots of peers will want to cut me 
down, but they won’t. Every one of them 
will think I am loaded and likely to damage 
them. Perhaps the King, who enjoys a joke 
as well as the best of us, may look at the 
humorous side of the incident, and drink my 
health as well as that of his champion. It 
would not be unlike him to do it. 

* Naturally he will be annoyed over the 
incident, but my faith in him as an honest 
sport convinces me that he will see fair play. 
His own keen sense of sporting honor will 
recognize the right of any one to accept a 
challenge if one Is given, and especially when 
it is given in his royal name.

man. This second men knows that his shield 
is more protection to him than his club or 
revolver, and solely on account of the de- 
termination among policemen to let no 
“copper killer’ escape. A “‘ copper kfller ” 
is the worst name than can be applied toa 
criminal, even to a hardened one. It is a 
reputation that none of them wants because 
it practically carries with it a death warrant, 
signed and sealed and ready to be delivered. 
The warfare going on between the forces 
of law and order and the forces of crime in 
Chicago has always stood with advantage in 
favor of the police. The story that is being 
told in geome of the police stations 
the methods recently adopted 
revolver-carrying criminals 
may lessen the chances that are in 
favor of the police. Strangely enough, the 
criminals whose lives are lived in artificial 
atmosphere, in the atmosphere of jails and 
courts and gas and electric light and dark- 
ness, have gone for their latest help to the 
green fields and the deep woods in which 
hunters roam.

EW YORK, Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Mr, Francis Wilson opened the 
week with a new music play at 
the Knickerbocker on Monday 
night. There is not much of Mr. 
Wilson in this play, but there is 
enough of other things to make an amusing 
evening. There are the names of four dif- 
ferent people on the program as authors of 
the dialogue, lyrics, music, and other things. 
Just who is responsible for the whole no one 
seems to know, but it isn’t necessary that 
they should know. 

“The Toreador” is in two acts, as most 
pieces of this sort are. The scene of the 
first act is a spacious hall, where endless 
flowers, most of them real, are being sold. 
Into this scene, among others, comes Mr. 
Wilson in the livery of a “tiger.” As every 
one knows, Mr. Wilson is a small man, and 
there is nothing tigerish in his ex- 
pression. He was made up in the colors of 
a tiger, but even that did not lend fierceness 
to his appearance. Not only was his face 
made up but his ears were made up also— 
they were built out after the manner of the 
*“ Yellow Kid ’’—so you can imagine that he 
was not attractive. By a curious chain of 
circumstances, such as only are to be found 
in plays of this sort, thie small tiger was 
taken for a toreador, and in the next act, 
which is in Spain, he receives an ovation from 
the town for his great prowess in the arena. 
Of course this is funny, because of Mr. Wil- 
son's size more than anything else.

HE plots of these pieces are of little 
account and I really could not tell 
what the most of it was about, but 
I had found it rather amusing and 
vam some of the music not bad. The 
toreador has a vigorous song with a lively 
chorus, and some of the music that fel! to 
Miss Christie MacDonald’s share wae rather 
pretty. 

Miss MacDonald a year or so ago was 
singing at Koster & Bial’s. Since then she 
has married William Winter Jefferson, the 
youngest son of the famous actor, and all of 
last season was with the Hodge Podge com- 
pany. In that company she made a great 
success with one song, something in the 
coster vein, which melted her audience to 
tears. Miss MacDonald's voice is not large— 
it ig rather sma!ll—but it has a charming 
quality and she sings likea trueartist. What 
is unusual with young women who are fa- 
vorites im comic opera, she never rolls her 
eyes at the audience or shows by winks or 
other signs that she knows that she is being 
regarded from the front. Her manner in 
this respect was in direct contrast to that of 
some of the other young women in the com- 
pany, who seemed to be thinking more of the 
audience than of the stage.

This play was given by 
Mr. Frohman’s stock company, 
which has just come from a season on the 
road, and was thoroughly enjoyed by a large 
and representative New York audience. 
Daly's still draws many of the old patrons 
of the house, who have an affection for it 
that few theater-goers have for any other 
place of amusement in thiscity. | 
“ Frocks and Frills "’ is an adaptation from 
the French of Scribe and Legouvé, by Syd- 
ney Grundy. It is the same play under a 
different name that Miss Amelia Bingham 
will produce at the Bijou in the course of 
a few weeks. The first act of the play I 
thought rather dull, the second act was 


better, and the third act, which is the great 


show act of the piece, decided its popularity 
with New York audiences. I think that 
Daniel Frohman must have felt happier on 
Tuesday night, or rather on Wednesday 
morning when he read the papers, than he 
has felt in a long time. He has not had 
many successful plays since he took Daly's 
Theater, but he has got one now. 

There are two things that will save this 
play and mgke it a popular success. One is 
Jameson Lee Finney, who plays the part of 
a stuttering man, and the other is the third 
act, In which the dressmaker’s gowns are 
shown on young women models. Such a 
wealth of gorgeous gowns has not been seen 
on the stage in New York, as far as I can 
recollect. They were all furnished by Mrs. 
Robert Osborn, and Miss Hilda Spong, who 
played the part of the heroine, made up to 
look like Mrs. Osborn. She is not unlike her 
in coloring, and she wore the same sort of 
gown that Mrs. Osborn wears when she re- 
ceives her customers—some sort of clinging 
white stuff, covered with embroidery and 
garnished with ropes of pearls reaching 
from her neck to below her knees. Miss 
Bingham will have to do something extraor- 
dinary if she would outdo this scene, There 
is not another New York dressmaker who 
has the reputation of Mrs. Osborn, for she 
is something more than a dressmaker, as 
she moves in certain circles of fashionable 
society. She has only recently gone into the 
dressmaking business, and she has made a 
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great success of it. Before she tried dress- 
making she did a little in the way of manag- 
ing. It was she who managed the Japanese

On the table the height of the net varies 
from five to seven inches. The lower the 
net the more difficult are the strokes to re- 
turn. To warm the racquets increases their 
elasticity and tone, as warming a banjo 
head increases its resonance. 


The game itself is for two players, one at 
each end of the table, which may vary in 
length from seven to nine feet, being half 
as wide as it is long. The, player who deliv- 
ers the ball is the ‘‘ server’ andthe other 
is the “ strikerout.’’ At the end of the first 
game the strikerout becomes the server, and 
so on, alternately. The service must be un- 
derhand and delivered from behind the ends 
of the table. 

The ball served must drop.on the table be- 


table the striker is out—there is no second 
service. In serving it is a let if the ball 
touch the net In passing over.

Rules Something Like Tennis. 


The server wins a stroke if the striker-out 
fails to return the service, or if he falls to 
return the ball in play from beyond the end 
of the table. The striker-out wins a stroke 
if the server serves a fault, fails to return 
the ball in play, or if he returns the ball so 
that it falls off the table. 

No volleying is allowed, but i¢ the bail 
touches the table top it is in play and may be 
taken at half volley. ' 

On either player’s winning a first stroke the 
score is called 15 for that player; on either 
player’s winning a second stroke the score is 
called 30; on a third stroke the score is called 
40; and the fourth stroke won by that player 
is scored “ game,”’ except as below: 

If both players have won three strokes the 
score of 40 is called deuce, and the next 
stroke won by either player is scored ad- 
vantage to that player. Then if the same 
player wins the next stroke he wins the 
game. If he loses the next stroke the score 
is again called deuce, and so on, until one 
player wins the two strokes immediately fol- 
lowing the score of deuce, when the game is 
scored for that player. 

The player who first wins six games wins @ 
set. The game also may be scored by points, 
20 up. The players, in this case, change the 
service after every five points scored after 
the manner of “ overs ”’ at cricket.

The forceof an 
‘explosive is limited, because, as I have just 
istated, its power depends entirely upon the 
relative volume of its gaseous products when 
expanded under the heat produced by the re- 
action of decomposition compared with the 
original volume of the explosive before de- 


tonation. 


Force of Explosives.

Africa. An atmospheric wave passed around 
the earth three times, traveling at a 
of nearly a thousand miles an hour. it ig 
reported upon good authority that the con- 
cussion was felt at the antipodes, the vibra- 
tion actually having passed through the 


earth. 

Had all the energies of the human race 
been devoted to manufacturing gunpowder 
and dynamite during historic time, the total 
product of this labor placed in the earth and 
exploded would have been infinitely insig- 
nificant compared with the terrible explosion 
of Krakotoa. Mother earth is the greatest 
manufacturer of high explosives. Great 
crevices opening under the sea by volcanic 
action admit enormous volumes of water to 
great depths in the earth, where the tem- 
perature is far above that of molten iron, 
and where the weight of the superimposed 
rock exerts a pressure greater than that 
given by water heated to incandescence 
within its own volume, which means a pres- 
sure equal to that exerted by the explosion 
of nitroglycerin. ‘Therefore, when large 
quantities of water are thus entrapped deep 
in the earth fused silica becomes charged 
with the dissoctated elements ‘of water, 
oxygen, and hydrogen, in a free state. 

When this gas-charged liquid silica has 
forced its way through the subterranean 
passages, to find vent to the atmosphere, 
we have what is known as a volcano, and 
large quantities of fused silica are belched 
forth with explosive violence, and fall as 
pumice stone. The light, spongy character 
of pumice stone is due to the expansion of 
the contained gases, which have had the 
effect of raising it, in the sense that bread 
is raised. When looking atapiece of pumice 
it is hard to understand that this spongy 
substance ts really a form of rock. Whena 
volcano breaks out afresh the accompany- 
ing earthquake shocks and convulsions open 
great seams beneath the sea for renewed 
inception of water, which is quickly con- 
verted into steam or dissociated gases, which 
rush to vent themselves at the volcano, car- 
rying along with them great quantities of 
lava and broken rock, to be belched forth, 
sometimes to enormous heights. The force 
with which scoria and fragments of rock 
are propelled up the shaft of a volcano crater 
is comparable with that which would be 
exerted by a continuous explosion of dyna- 
mite. When an oil well is torpedoed we 
have, while it lasts, a volcano in miniature, 

The evaporation of water on the surface 


of the earth absorbs heat, and when the 


water condenses again to fall in rain that 
heat is chiefly lost by radiation into space, 


but there is a large amount of residual en- 
ergy in the form of electricity, which filters 


back to the earth through the atmosphere, 
and when condensation proceeds rapidly we 
have the phenomena of electrical discharges 
in the shape of lightning. The more rapid 
the condensation the more violent are these 
disruptive discharges, Every bolt of thun- 
der brings home again to earth a part of the 
energy consumed in the evaporation of 
water and which would otherwise have been 
lost into space in the form of radiant heat. 


When Ocean Was in Sky. 


There was time when the whole ocean was 
in the sky in the shape of a huge dark en- 
velope, inclosing the entire globe and through 
which the raye of the sun, much more bril- 
Hant than now, could not penetrate. When 
the earth had cooled so that the water could 


reach its surface in liquid form it was in-- 


stantly evaporated and thrown again into 
the sky, accompanied with sulphurous gases 
and metallic vapors. How far beyond our 
imagination was the volume of the down- 
pouring rain! Water fell then not in drops, 
not even in sheets, but in rivers. The elec- 
trical display was, of course, proportional, 
and there must have been, during long ages, 
and without an instant’s cessation, a con- 
tinuous discharge—a constant play of light- 
ning from sky to earth, and a continuous 
roar of thunder far beyond our imagination 
to conceive. 

In those dark days the earth lost its heat 


chiefly in the evaporation of water, and the 


water in turn by condensation iost it tothe 
ether, and the ether dispersed it through the 
depths of infinitude. 

If the heat-absorbing properties of the 
ether could have been then suspended the 
great dark envelope which enshrouded the 
earth would have slowly become raised to 
the temperature of the earth’s interior, and 
the globe would have existed as a great flery 
ball, surrounded by a fiery gaseous envelope, 
in a state of perfect tranqullity. 

During recent years much attention has 
been paid by scientific men to the tremen- 
dous solar disturbances, which are known to 


‘ exist, and to exert at least an electrical in- 


fluence upon the earth, but the nature of 
which it not well understood. 
If we will first consider this fact—that if

or its heat and light-absorbing properties 
suspended, the sun, by being unable to ra- 
diate its heat, would soon become perfectly 
tranquil, and exist as a great fiery body en- 
veloped in a tranquil atmosphere, of the 
game temperature through as the incandes- 
cent globe which it inclosed. 

The amount of heat radiated from the sun 
is sufficient to account for well-nigh infinite 
solar disturbances. According to Camille 
Flammarion: 

** Photometric measures of the solar light 
show that it is equivalent to 1,575,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000 miHions of wax candles, or to 
157 ,500,000,000,000,000,000 millions of carcel 
lamps, supposing that one carcel lamp is 
equal to ten candles, or to 15,750,000,000,- 
000,000,000 millions of gas burners, each 
equivalent to ten carcel lamps. At the sur- 
face of the day star the intensity of the light 
exceeds by 5,800 times that of the incandes- 
cent metal melted in a Bessemer converter, 
1/6 times that of calcium, and four times 
that of the electric light.” | 

Again, according to the same authority, 
the heat received by the earth ina year 
would be sufficient to raise an ocean of ice 
water sixty-two miles in depth to the boil- 
ing point. Again, he estimates that the en- 
ergy consumed in lighting and heating the 
earth is equivalent to 543,000,000,000 of steam 
engines, each with 400 effective horse-power. 
This means 217,200,000,000,000 horse-power. 
Now, the energy developed by Niagara Falls 
is estimated at about 4,000,000 horse-power, 
and if we divide the above colossal figure by 
that representing the horse-power of Niag- 
ara we find that it is equal to 54,300,000 Ni-~- 


agaras. 


Dwart Niagara Falls. 


The combined width of both the American 
and Canadian falls is esiimated at about 
half a mile. Therefore, say, 50,000,000 Ni- 
agaras would extend 25,000,000 miles, and it 
would consequently take a continuous Ni- 
agara encircling the earth at the equator 
more than 1,000 times to develop the neces- 
sary energy to light and heat the earth as 
generously as it is lighted and heated by the 
sun; and yet the earth catches only an in- 
finitely small fraction of the sun’s light. All 
the planets in the solar system together re- 
ceive only about one two-hundred-and- 
twenty-seven-millionth of the total light and 
heat thrown out from the sun. 

According to Camille Flammerion, the 
heat given out by the sun per second is equal 
to that which would result from the com- 
bustion of eleven quadrillion six hundred 
billion tons of coal burning at the same 
time. 

Solar disturbances are due entirely to the 
loss of heat from the outer envelope or at- 
mosphere. By knowing the cause of solar 
disturbances, we may better arrive at their 
nature. We know that these disturbances 
are caused by the passage of heated matter 
upward from the incandescent surface of the 
sun’s body to lose its heat by radiation in the 
photosphere, and to descend again for re- 
heating upon the flery surface beneath. 
Now, conceiving the sun to be what it doubt- 
less is, a mass of molten matter at a temper- 
ature of high incandescence, surrounded by 
an envelope of metallic vapors and dissocia- 
ted gases, comprising oxygen and hydrogen 
in sufficient quantities to produce by conden- 
sation an ocean 10,000 miles in depth, over 
the whole solar surface, we certainly have 
room and material enough fora considerable 
play of theimagination. But let us endeavor 
to utilize our imagination in trying to arnive 
at an understanding of the actual condition 
of things on the sun. 


Sun Spots Not from Explosions. 


Whatever may be the cause of sun spots 
or other solar disturbances, or the coronal 
flames which are seen to mount sometimes 
to more than a thousand miles above the 
photosphere, we know that they cannot be 
produced by any form of explosion.. The 
sun spots are probably due to heated matter 
in a state of violent agitation, while the 


corona, or sun flames, are, with equal prob- 


ability, an electrical phenomenon. None 
of these phenomena can be accounted for 
on the hypothesis of explosions, because the 
temperature of the sun is so great that all 
the elements known to us here must be ina 
state of dissociation. The temperature 
of the sun is too great for any chemical re- 
action. Chemical combinations which pro- 
duce explosions cannot take place except at 
temperatures far below that of dissocia- 
tion of the constituent elements of the ex- 
plosive. 

Oxygen and hydrogen, which, when burned 
together, produce water, are intermingled 
and etill exist separately in the sun, be- 
cause oxygen and hydrogen cannot combine 
at a temperature of 5,000°C. Indeed, steam 
begins to be dissociated at a temperature 
of 1,000°C, and if we were to heat oxygen 


and hydrogen separately to a temperature 


of 100°C, and then combine them, the ex- 
plosive effect would be much reduced; and 
if we were to heat them separately to 5,000° 
C. they would not combine at all, and no 
effect would be produced. 

If we take liquid oxygen and pulverulent 
carbon and mix them in the proper propor- 
tions a high explosive is produced equal in 
force to the most powerful dynamite. But 
if we were to heat separately the oxygen and 
the carbon to the temperature which we are 
capable of producing in an electric furnace, 
and then unite them, no explosion would 
follow, because they could not combine. 


Heat of Sun's Carbon. 


‘It is probable that oxygen will combi 
with carbon to produce oxide at a (cnciaiins 
ture nearly approaching the fusion point, or 
the volatilization point of carbon. When a 
carbon rod is heated by an electric current 
to a temperature of high incandescence and 
where the air can have free access to it, it 
does not burn with violence, as one might 


suppose, but is slowly eroded away by thé 


formation of carbonic oxide upon its sur- 
face, the temperature there being too great 
for the formation of carbonic acid. Further- 
more, if the temperature be high, and at 
about the point where the carbon rod will 
bend or become slightly plastic, the volatil- 
ization of the carbon is rapid and doubtless 
whatever combination there is with atmos- 
pheric. air under such conditions, is entirely 
due to the combustion of the particles of car- 
bon expelled from the carbon rod, and which 
catch fire after they have left the rod. The 
temperature on the solar globe is probably 
far above the volatilization point of carbon. 
It has been estimated by Lord Kelvin that 


. there is carbon enough stored away in the 


earth in the form of coal, deposited during 
the carboniferous era, to combine with all 
the oxygen in our atmosphere to produce 
carbonic acid. Now, if we assume that the 
constituents of the sun are similar to those 
of the earth, and that the different elements 
exist there in something like the same pro- 
portions, then there is carbon enough in 
the sun’s atmosphere for our imagination 
to play with. 

The temperature of the sun has been 
estimated at all the way from about that 
of the electric arc to millions of degrees Cen- 
tograde. The most conservative estimates 
at the present time, and the most reasona- 
ble, are that the temperature of the solar 
surface is about four times that of the elec- 
tric arc. Now, if we assume that the tem- 
perature of the solar globe itself is consid- 
erably above the volatilization point of car- 
bon, and that upon the outer surface of the 
Photosphere the temperature becomes so 
reduced as to form great clouds of condens- 
ing carbon, then we have with carbon for 
our chief condensing medium, & condition 
like that we have already described for the 
earth after it had cooled down to that point 
where water in a liquid state could reach 
its surface to be evaporated and thrown into 
the sky to be recondensed, 

It is probable that the chief medium o 
conveyance of the solar heat to the photos- 

here is volatilized carbon, and that upon 

solar surface there is a downpour of 


: 
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carbon rain of stupendous volume. Who 
knows but these carbon rain-storms may 
send out lightning flashes with disruptive 
electrical discharges to account for the elec- 
trical display which we see manifested in 


the corona. 


It is not probable that the body of the sun 
is not a liquid or molten mass) but consists 
of vapors heated to a temperature beyond 
the critical point, and owing to the great 
gravity of the metalic vapors, the density 
reaches to about that of water upon the 
earth. The sun has about the weight of an 
equal volume of water. Although the pho- 
tosphere is pregnant with metallic vapors, 
still the great bulk of the metals lie under- 
neath the photosphere.and form the body 
proper of the sun. —. 

As the heat ettrrents move upwarét through 
the sun’s atmosphere or surrounding en- 
velope they acquire an ever increasing ve- 
locity toward the radiating surface, and 
which {s sufficient to carry them to great 
heights beyond it, spreading out and enor- 
mously increasing the areas of radiation. 
These currents are balanced by counter cur- 
rents of denser matter, or that which has 
condensed from loss of heat, and which flow 
downward to the sun’s surface. We may 
therefore reasonably imagine the entire sur- 
face of the photosphere to be in a state of 
violent agitation. Sometimes many up- 
ward rushing currents of heated matter on 
cooling unite in a common condensing col- 
umn. This action naturally creates what 
is known as Rumford vortex rings, such as 
are sometimes witnessed arising from the 
funnel of a locomotive or blown from the 
mouth of a cigaret gmoker. These vortex 
rings when once created on the sun natur- 
ally acquire a whirling -motion of great 
velocity and increase in size and intensity of 
action until worn to pleces by their own 
fury. The outer circle of these revolving 
vortex rings mount to enormous heights, 
and the condensation from radient heat and 
Nght naturally produces electrical disturb- 
ances in the ether of far reaching effects. 


Effect of Sun Spots. , 


Now, if we imagine two or more sun spots 
at points far remote from one another upon 
the solar photosphere, we may conceive that 


they might set up Hertzian waves in the 


ether, among other electrical phenomena, 
which waves, from the great altitude of the 
solar disturbances and their wide separation 
and the enormous intensity of action, could 
encircle the earth and all the planets of the 
solar system within their zone of influence. 

I have now referred merely to the possible 
electrical effects of sun spots. It is prac- 
tically certain that the coronal discharges 
which are witnessed about the sun’s disk 
during an eclipse are electrical in character 
and resemble to some extent the aurora 
borealis or Northern lights. If the coronal 
disturbances are due to thermo-electric dif- 
ferences we should expect disruptive dis- 
charges, or at least electrical discharges of 
high oscillation, capable of producing sec- 
ondary effects, such as the Hertzian waves 
or some similar types of either vibration.

Influence of Unseen Agencies 


We are enabled to become conscious of 
the existence of ungeen agencies only by 
their effects. Thus, the X-ray was dis- 
covered by the photographic plate. We 
have read much lately about the light giv- 
ing properties of uranium and its com- 
pounds, and of nadium, polonium, and pitch- 
blende. What is the cause of this lumi- 
nosity? Is it not possible that these metals 
or compounds owe their light giving prop- 
erties to peculiar susceptibility to certain 
ether waves which reach us from the sun, 
and which, having a high rate of vibra- 
tion, ordinary matter does not offer suffil- 
cient impediment to produce a luminous 
effect? These compounds, by arresting the 
ether corpuscles, give them a lower rate 
of vibration, and one which corresponds with 
that of light. 

We, upon the surface of the earth, while 
basking in the unobstructed rays of sun- 
light, have been in the habit of thinking 
that the denizens of the ocean deeps were 
denied such a privilege, and that they were 
doomed to infinity and eterna} night. Re- 
cent investigation, however, has shown that 
the forms of life which swarm in the great- 
est. ocean deeps have eyes and see by a 
port of self-created phosphorescent light. 
They are provided both with eyes and a 
light-giving apparatus. Is it not possible— 
may it not even be probable—that there are 
etheric waves emanating from the sun 
which penetrate to the greatest ocean depths 
as readily as ordinary light penetrates our 
atmosphere, and it requires but a specially 
constructed etheric wave condenser or ar- 
rester carried upon the heads of deep sea 
animals, in order to emit the necessary light 
them a clear view of their eurround- 
ngs 


Special Visual Organs. 


It appears that nature has been unable to 
create visual organs capable of responding 
to etheric vibrations higher in pitch than 
that of violent light. Hence, the X-rays 
cannot be seen. Animals living upon the 
earth's surface have but little need of visual 
organs adapted to see by etheric vibrations 
of a higher pitch than those of sunlight. 
But animals living in the deep sea, far be- 
low the reach of the smallest ray of sun- 
shine, as we know it, still have visual organs. 
Therefore, light must be provided, and to 
meet this demand, I will advance the theory 
that nature has provided organs for col- 
lecting the etheric vibrations such ag do 
penetrate to those depths, and which slow 
them down to a rate which renders them 
visual. 

Again, we have learned that the rays given 
off from radium, uranium, polonium, pitch- 
blende, etc., have peculiar chemical action 
upon certain bodies.

The example of the great 
comet of 1848 is perhaps the most note- 
worthy. This remarkable celestial visitor, 
on the sun, acquired at one time 


the greatest velocity that has ever been: 
measured in the whole universe. So 

did [t pass to the solar surface that but 

miles intervened between the comet and 
sun. It must have actually passed through 
the hydrogen atmosphere of the sun. The 
great tail, always opposite the sun, stretched 
out Into space 198,000,0 miles, more than 
double the distance of the earth from the 
sun. Had the tall of this comet been material] 
its particles would therefore .have 

parted from the main body and scattered’ 
through space. 

What ts the tail of a comet? I would ven-. 
ture the hypothesis that it is the comets; 
shadow. This seems paradoxical, as shadows’ 
do not give ight. But our ideas of shadows’ 
have been born of our experience wih ordi- 
nary sunlight. 


Unseen Solar Rays. 


There is another sort of solar rays which 
we do not see, because they represent too 
high etheric vibrations for our visual or- 

ans.

HB election of Albert G. Spalding of 
Chicago to the Presidency of the 
American National Baseball league 
calls attention to a Chicago man who 
has been not only one of the great 
forces in the development of the national 
game in the United States but who has be- 
come one of the solid business-men of this 
second city of the country. 

To the average person these facts are 
anomalous. Devotion to any field sport be- 
yond the merest. point of recreation was 
regarded by the old-fashioned conservative 
as destructive of business aims and principles 
and inimical to success in such a fleld. That 
there are exceptions to the rule, however, 
must be admitted, and in these exceptions 
one recognizes a type that is above the 
normal. 

Physically, the merest chance observer 
concedes as much to Mr. Spalding. Stand- 
ing 6 feet 2 inches in height and weighing 
220 pounds, without a pound of superfluous 
flesh on his frame, the new President of the 
National league is a modern giant. Per- 
sonally, among his friends and acquaint- 
ances, he is accorded the same stature in 
all that constitutes a friend or a business 
associate. 


Albert Goodwill Spalding was born in 
Byron, Ogle County, Lil, on Sept. 2, 1850, 
but while in years he is past the meridian of 
life, in spirit and in all that keeps a man 
awake to a living present he is one of the 
young men of Chicago. He is of English 
stock, a direct descendant of the Edward 
Spalding who settled in Massachusetts col- 


ony in 1630. His mother’s ancestors also 


were English, and his sturdy frame, no less 
than his sturdy character, is traceable to 
the beef-eaters of old England. 

When the boy was 13 years old his father’s 
family moved to Rockford, NL The boy en- 
tered high school there, and it was there 
that he first acquired skill as a pitcher in 
a baseball team. He supplemented his high 
school training with a short term in a busi- 
ness college, and at 16 years old he went 
into a Rockford grocery store at a salary 
of $5 a week. 

When the Rockford Baseball club was or- 
ganized about 1865 young Spalding was 
chosen pitcher for the nine. I¢ was while 
pitching for this club that the young man 
grasped some of the first possibilities of a 
curved ball and it was in 1867, when the Na- 
tiona} Baseball club of Washington was on 
a tour of the West, that through the efficient 
pitching of young Spalding the Rockford 
team won from the Nationals. The result 
of this work was that the young pitcher re- 
ceived many offers of place on other teams 
and finally he accepted a position with the 
Chicago club. At the same time he accepted 
@ position as bookkeeper with a wholesale 
grocery house in this city. 

From September, 1867, to March, 1868, he 
remained in Chicago. Then he returned to 
Rockford, taking a place in the Rockford 
Register and Insurance company and becom- 
ing pitcher for the Forest City Baseball club. 
In 1871, with the growing interest in base- 
ball, Mr. Spalding left Rockford and its team 
to become pitcher for the Boston club and he 
remained with that nine until 1875, the club 
winning the championship in each of those 
years. In 1876 he came to the Chicago club, 
becoming its Captain and manager and re- 
maining in that position until his retirement 
from professional ball playing in 1877. In 
1881 he succeeded William A. Hulbert as 
President of the Chicago Baseball club, re- 
maining at the head of the organization until 
his resignation in 1891. But in these years,

from 1867 to 1891, he had’ done more thanany 
other man to bring a game from a country 
town im Illinois to the place of ‘“‘the”’ na- 
tional game of the United States, 

Nothing in the exploiting of baseball had 
such significance as the trip of the Boston 
and Philadelphia clubs to England—which 
was arranged by Mr. Spalding in 1874—and 
the round-the-world tour of 1888-89, in which 
the Chicago and the All-American teams 
made their famous trip by way of the antip- 
odes. These last-named teams played the 
national game in fourteen foreign countries 
and on the five continenta. : 


It was on March 1, 1876, that Mr. Spalding, 
with his brother James Walter Spalding, be- 
gan business in Chicago with a stock of 
athletic goods. The capital of the young 
firm of A. G. Spalding & Bro. was only $800 
and perhaps neither of them anticipated the 
time when their names upon sporting goods 
would be a hall-mark of merit in every 
country. 

But that is the position of the house today 
and in 1892 its business had grown and spread 
until it was deemed necessary to incorporate 
the concern and to open a branch establish- 
ment in New York and other cities. In 1898 
the house acquired a controlling interest in 
the Lamb Manufacturing company of Chic- 
opee Falls, Mass., and of this bicycle manu- 
facturing concern Mr. Spalding became 
President. Through him, most of the leading 
manufacturers were organized into the Na- 
tional Cycle Board of Trade and in 1895 he 
was elected President of it. In 1899 he se- 
cured options on 150 bicycle plants in the 
United States and fifty of these were merged 
into the American Bicycle company on Sept. 
1, 1899, Mr. Spalding being elected President 
of the concern. He resigned from the Presi- 
dency on Jan. 22, 1900, and on Jan. 24 the di- 
rectors of the company tenedered him a eyeat 
banquet in New York City. - 


In Chicago Mr. Spalding is a director of 
the Royal Trust company. His club mem- 
berships here include the Union League, the 
Chicago Athletic, the Kenwood, the Midlo- 
thian, and the Tolleston clubs. In New 
York he is a member of the New York Ath- 
letic, the Hardware, the Lawyers’, and the 
Engineers’ A.ubs. He is a member of the 
Seabright (N. J.) Country club and of the 
Meadow Yacht club of that State. 

On Nov. 20, 1875, Mr. Spalding was mar- 
Keith of Cam- 
pello, Mass. One son was born of the union— 
Keith Spalding,’ who is just now of ageanda 
graduate of Yale. On July 9, 1899, Mrs. 


Spalding died and a year later Mr. Spalding 


was married to Mrs. Elizabeth Mayer of 


Point Loma, Cal. 


Just previously Mr. Spalding had been ap- 
pointed an American representative on the 
board controlling the international athletic 
tournament at the Paris exposition and the 
marriage was followed by a trip to Europe. 

Wihile Mr. Spalding always has been a 
devotee of athletic sports, and while his re- 
cent election to the Presidency of the Na- 
tional Baseball league indicates that his in- 
terest in thé national game is for life, heisa 
lover of home and home life. He has resi- 
dences in New York and in Chicago, with a 
country place at Seabright, N. J. He is 
spending the present winter season in Cali- 
fornia. 

Personally, Mr. Spalding is one of the most 
approachable and social of men, having 
quick sympathies. He is a good judge of men 
and things and the world of men gives him 
that high praise of being a ‘‘ good fellow "'"—a 
praise that is shared in by even the smallest 
office boy in his employ.

“No,” said the head clerk, who is also. 


one of the best buyers and tobacco judges 


employed by the firm. “Do you know 
why?” 

“Give it up; there are plenty of people 
im the street.’’ 


“Yes, there are. But the wind is blowing 
and it’s cold. In such weather you'd be sur- 
prised to know how much our sales of cigars, 
and even of pipe tobacco, falloff. Men don’t 
like to smoke in the wind and cold; they lose 
too much of the enjoyment of their smoking. 
When the spring opens our sales will jump 
up, and by May they will be at high water 
mark. They will be much bigger all sum- 
mer than they are at this season, but May 
seems to be the ideal smoking month. Your 
true smoker likes a Havana aroma with his 
May flowers. All the outdoor season our Sat- 
urday noon sales are tremendous. The 
golfer, the bicycle rider, and the auto crank 
stock up for the afternoon and Sunday.” 

*“ But how about the box trade?’ the cus- 
tomer asked. ‘‘ Don’t men smoke enough in- 
doors in the winter to balance the outdoor 
smoking of summer?’ 

“Tt don’t think so. Just before Christmas, 
of course, we did a big box trade—some $800 
a day.

MACHINE DOES ALGEBRA PROBLEMS, 


EONARDO TOWES of Madrid has had 
built by Chateau of Paris a little ma- 
chine composed of wheels and disks 
that will solve algebraic problems. 

The machine consists of three series 
of disks mounted on the same axis, and num- 
bered, logarithmically. Between them are 
trains of cogwheels called by the inventor 
**exponential trains,” each multiplying the 
movement of the adjoining disk twice, thrice, 
four times, etc. By setting the disks at 


numbers corresponding to the co-efficients 
of the equation which. it is desired to solve, 
and connecting them by the trains represent- 
ing the exponents of the unknown quantity, 
a.turn of the handle enables one to read off, 
one by one, the roots of the equaéion. 

The machine made by M. Chateau has six 


exponential trains, which enables it to solve

When the coach had rumbled out of sight’ 
on the way down the mountain side Black 
Bart turned his attention to splitting open 
the wooden box containing the Wells-Fargo 
Express company’s treasure. Something 
must have disturbed the highwayman while 
he was gathering up ihe money from the 
treasure box, for when the stage coach 
passengers had armed themselves at the 
next station and hurried back to the scene, 
later that same day, they found among the 
débrie of papers, empty purses, and wrap- 
pings of parcels a linen cuff. The robber 
evidently had dropped it in a hurried flight 
to his refuge. | 

The cuff was turned over to the express 
company detectives. They found, after 
weeks of inquiry, that the indetibte laundry

When the detectives had learned from the 

Chinese laundrymen that the marks on the 
cuff indicated that it belonged to one Charles 

E. Bolton, a regular patron of the laundry, 
they set about to hunt up Mr. Bolton. It 
came out that Charles E. Bolton, who owned 
the cuff, was a quiet, unobtrusive, spare man: 
of about 50 years. He lived in a modest and 
quiet boarding~house, where sedate, old- 
fashioned business-men had rooms, and 
every one there was his friend. When a 
detective went to live in the same boarding- 
house he found that Mr. Bolton was a 
studious man, lived a correct life, was a 
reacer of new books, dabbled in poetry, 
and every few weeks went away to visit one 
of the several little mines about California 
in which he had investments. 
an expert whist player, and evidently he 
had traveled far and wide in his early life. 
His hobby was water colors, and he spent 
whole days in painting bucolic scenes alone 
in his rooms. Then when he had dined in 
style along with the other bachelors in the 
boarding-house he went alone to the theater, 
where he took the least conspicuous seat. 
He never got mail and never sent letters, 
but he devoured the daily newspapers at 
times. 

During Black Bart’s trial it came out that 
he was born in Hannibal, Mo., that he was 
educated for the law, and had spent one 
year at Oberlin College, O., when he was 
expelled for gambling. He changed his 
name, went to Chicago and enlisted in a 
Wisconsin regiment in the civiJwar. Next 
he went to the mines in Nevada, and drifted 
to California, where he made a téntative at- 
tempt at highway robbery by holding up 
the paymaster of a mine in Plumas County. 
The job was so easily done and he got 
about $800 so quickly that he gave his whole 
time and study thereafter to planning high- 
way robberies that would pay well and not 
be hazardous. He confesses that he had 
gone as deiiberately and studiously about 
his career in highway robbery as one goes 
about the practice of a profession. He had 
adopted several names.

He had many a time 
walked down to a local bank carrying @ 
snug fortune in his gsipsack—the proceeds 
of a recent affair out on “ the road ’”’—past 
hundreds of San Francisco people, while, 
they were excitedly discussing Black Bart's; 
latest holdup. He told how he often had. 
met face to face in the parks and on the 
streets of San Francisco men whom he 
recognized as having been in stage coaches 
that he had gone through shortly before. 
Once he rode from Sacramento to Oakland 
and sat reading his book directly behind a 
Sheriff and several expert criminal catchers 
who were at that time working on a clew to 
catch the arch bandit of the coast. Manya 
time he had joined with strangers on the 
cars and the Oakland ferryboats in dis- 
cussing the possibility of Black Bart’s cap- 
ture. 

Black Bart was convicted, and because of 
his confession and apparent determination 
to lead a new life he was sentenced to San 
Quentin prison for only eight years. He wag 
a model prisoner, and he earned all the 
commutations of his sentence for good con- 
duct. He was liberated in July, 1890. Fora 


few days he lived in Sacramento, waiting, he - 


said, until he got some money from Eastern 
relatives, when he meant to go to Seattle and 
earn an honest living. Then the man disap- 
peared.

he has selected some such city outside of 
California as Denver, Kansas City, Omaha, 
Salt Lake, or even Chicago or St. Louis, and 
without creating surprise or suspicion makes 
these periodical trips for’ the purpose of 
cleaning up his mine and replenishing his 
exchequer, and then returns to lead/thesame_ 
apparently innocent, blameless life, which he 
pursued in San Francisco under the name of 
Charles E. Bolton for over ten years, while 
police and peace officers chased over moun- 
tains and through cafions to-get clews to his 
identity.” 


The first contingency recently was em 
emplified im the marriage of Lieutenant Le 
Bianc to a Miss Reed in England.

Dressing gowns, night gowns, morn- 
ing robes, and afternoon costumes are owned 
by the dozen by a baby of fashion. The ma- 
terial is always the softest Indian lawn or 
batiste. Silk is not used except for linings 
and cloaks. Caps, stockings, and shoes are 
of silk. A baby christening robe with real 
lace lavishly trimming it and the wonderful 
cloak that covers it oftentimes cost $500 or 
$600. The christening gown is the only long 
garment worn by the baby, and it hasa cloak 
to match. 

When a baby has been clothed in its fash- 


ionable garments it is quite the thing for it 
to “‘sit’’ to some great artist who has been 
summoned across the sea to put its small 
features on canvas. In this picture the 
mother will figure also, but more as a con- 
ventional bit of background. Some miniature 
painter, too, may be paid to put baby’s like- 
ness on ivory before the face has lost its 
infant outlines. 


To Hold Its Wardrobe. 


Baby’s trunks, for all its wardrobe, area 
series of leather trays, designed to fit one 
upon another imside of trunk frames of or- 
dinary make.

and plate are to be stored. Stocks and 
bonds presented to it not infrequently are 
placed there, and some old family heirlooms, 
to which it is to become heir, also may be 
looked up in the receptacle. Some one may 
give a girl baby a string of pearls before it 
is a week old; or he may give one pearl, ad- 
ding another on its anniversary, year after 
year, until when the young woman is ready 
to make her début she may not be without 
that necessary recklace. 


Has Vault of I‘s Own. 


Baby's jewelry must remain in the vault, 
too, until it grows older. For it is an un- 
written law that diamonds and like stones, 
chains, studs, and monograms must not be 
worn by an infant that is quite up to date. 
As.for the pins necessary to clothing, they 
are of silver or gold, made so small and 
light that they shall not prove d!iscomfort- 
ing in any way. The mugs, pla‘es, bowls, 
spoons, and even its silver ‘“‘ pusher,”’ in- 
vented in Boston, must be put away until it 
has grown up. The rattle, in fact, Is the 
only thing left to the baby whose parents 
are in the bluest part of the blue book. 

Not only does Baby find a safety deposit 


vault in its own name, but it has a special 
bank account and a’tiny check book bound in 
white flexible cover and from which checks 
are sent out to various orphans’ homes and 
like charities signed with the mame of the 
little one which has only begun to blink at 
the sunshiny world about it. : 
Then the whirl of baby society begins for 
the infant within six or eight weeks. By this 
time Baby has its own note paper.and its 
visiting cards.

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NE of the most entertaining of 
bird problems has recently 
bedn illuminated by Professor 
Scott of Princeton University. 

The problem which ever 
since the creation of an or- 
nithologist, and perhaps be- 
fere, has been a pet matter of 
jamterest to every lover of birds is the ques- 
Hon of how the rare little vocalists learn 
to sing. 

; The two mooted points in bird voice cul- 

ttife have been the trite vexations of heredi- 
ty afd envirohment. Some ornithologists 
have always claimed that the birde learned 
to sing by ptre imitetion of their elders, 
White others have avowed that they are im- 
pélied to sing by their natural instincts, and 

that. environment thee nothing to do with 
Ornithological music. Between these two 
Widely Givergent views Dr. Scott has found 
he common sense golden mean. He tas 
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proved by his experiments thet birds iso- 


lated from their fellows can develop a song 
of their own—that is to say, they have the 
natural inheritance of a song instinct—but 
when isolated the song ‘has peculiarities of 
its own, is an entirely new note, thus proving 
that the precise character of a bird song is 
largely a matter of imitation of associates, 


the distinctive warble of atry one bird fam- 


ily being a: matter of transmission, and sort 
pt heirloom or tradition which is passed 
down from Ohe generation to the other. 


Innate Proclivity for Sonc. 


This conclusion is additionally confirmed 
by experiments with birds which were iso- 
lated from afl of their kind eave those who 
had pfeviously been set apart ami origi- 
nated a song of their own. Under these con- 
ditions the new birds who are placed with 
them acquire the new song, and do not sing 


the traditional family notes. They heve the 


innate prociivittes for singing, and they take 
their song fram those around them. 
These late experiments of Dr. Scott merely 
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present old facts with new faces; for every 
day the same processes are taking place in 
the bird world, as any observer of the feath- 
ered vocalists can testify. The songs of 
birds are like the doings of children, ‘‘ endless 
imitation,”’ as Wordsworth put it. Parrots 
and mocking-birds are only the most famil- 
lar instances of many similar manifestions 
of this fact. Those who love all birds and 
study them with an intelligent and observ« 
ing eye have !ong known how many feathered 
mimics and impersonators there are. Lin- 
nets, buntings, thrushes. the picturesque 
paradise bird, the little every day golden 
mite of a canary in his cage, the starling, the 
ruddy robin, the jay, the woodpecker, the 
handsome goldfinch, the sweet voiced crested 
lark, each ané all are clever and experienced 
imitators, who have time and again rivaled 
and even dftanced the entertaining droller- 
re of the well known parrot and the mocking 

If only they had the leisure it is thought 
that all the birds of the air would be sing- 
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ers, freedom from other occupation being the 


primary requisite in developing the vocal 


talents of a warbler just as it is in a human 
prima donna, who can’t take in washing as 
a laundress and study music at the same 
time. The birds who are habitually stealthy 
or spend their time in watching for prey. 
hopping about or flying, or overindulging in 
the pleasures of their tabies, or in stealthily 
keeping a quiet vigil for prey, haven't the 
time to develop the esthetic phases of their 
natures. Music in the world of birds seems 
to be a luxury and an accomplishments well 
as among people.

ARIS, Jan. 2.—In the struggle 
for novelty .of. every. kind in 
the matter of dress Japanese 
fashions have been selected 
as an inspiration in form for 
some of the smartest new gar- 
ments_ 

For years the clever Ori-, 
entals have been copying European dress 
and endeavoring to Wésternize their whole 
appearance as much’as possible until they 
have really become quite liké ourselves—at 
least among the younger generation, It 1s 
evidemily now the turn of the European to 
admire certain graceful lines in.the Oriental 
garments, and the new Japanese cloak !s 
an excellent example of Western adaptation 
of Eastern fashions. 

The cloak is an‘exceedingly prac- 
tical garment, serviceable for the afternoon 
as well as the evening. ‘Its ample folds pre- 
vent the gown beneath from being crushed, 
The form is simple—a loose three-quarter 
cloak falling from a close pointed yoke of 
Oriental embroidery. The sleeves are the 
regulation Japanese tunie sleeves and are 
finished with an immense puff caught at the 
wrist with a band of the embroidery. A 
high collar rises from the yoke and fastens 
with a bright silk cord and gqid buttons, such 
as those worn by the Japanese. The bottom | 
of the cloak is simply stitched in three rows 
of stitchifig, Save.on the collar there are 
no butons or visible fastenings of any kind, 
another characteristic of the original gar- 
ment.

Pearls are more popular than ever, and 
are the most elegant jewelry that can be 
worn. A story is going the rounds of Paris 
to the effect that one of the superb pearl 
collars belonging to the late Empress of 
Austria lies at the bottom of the sea near 
Corfu.

There is a legend at Corfu that the only way 
to restore the original brilliancy to pearls is 
to throw them in the bottom of the ocean.

No woman’s wardrobe is complete without 
plenty of lace collars. Al] sorts are worn, 
from the tiny turnover to the huge round 
shape which is really a shoulder cape, and 
the stole withlong ends which cover the front 
of the blouse. The up-to-date girl has as 
many lace collarsas she can get. Those most 
ip favor are of Irish point or guipure, but 
it is not every one who can afford these, and 
fortunately every sort of lace is more or less 
fashionab!y worn, while there is a great 
fancy for large collars of fine lawn edged and 
inset with lace—collars which clever women 
may easily make for themselves, but which 
cut deeply into a moderate dress allowance 
when bought ready-made. Undoubtedly 
Irish lace has come to its own, and much 
more. This may fairly be described as the 
leading lace in London at the present hour, 
and word comes from across the channel 
that it is constantly growing in favor in 
Paris.
